U.S.-Cuba 
to trade 
envoys

The United States and Cuba an- 


nounced Friday their intention to ex- 
change envoys for the first time since 
1961. 


Or at least'one area resident, the 


announcement raised a faint hope that 
Cuban-born persons living in the U.S. 
might someday be able to visit their 
native country. 


In a surprise move connected with 


the diplomatic exchange, Cuban Pre- 
mier Fidel Castro freed 10 Americans 
being held in Cuban jails. 


THE PRISONER release decision 


came as an unexpected bonus to the 
limited diplomatic exchange agree- 
ment, which had been disclosed in ad- 
vance and fell far short of restoring 
full diplomatic relations. 


White House spokesmen cautioned 


against exaggerating the importance 
of the diplomatic exchange deal, say- 
ing President Carter considers it 
merely one of "the first faltering 
steps" toward normal relations. 


For thousands of Cubans who fled 


the island, the prospect of normal re- 
lations between the two countries has 
special significance. 


Alice (Veiga) Menfordini, a Wheel- 


ing resident, left Cuba with her family 
22 years ago when the Castro revolu- 
tion was still just a rumor. 


Mrs. Menfordini says today she is 


curious about the small town of Cai- 
brien where she grew up, the people 
and the places she knew as a child.

hours per day. The rest of the land is 
surrounded by a barbed-wire fence. 
The locks are top quality, and for an 
extra fee, home buyers can purchase 
police alarms. 


Residents who expressed surprise 


about the robbery Friday said that 
people felt so safe that many rarely 
locked their doors. A security guard 
said he couldn't remember anybody 
ever getting in before who wasn't sup- 
posed to. 


."I thought this was so secure, and 


that things like that couldn't happen," 
said H. N. Johnson, who has lived 
here since March. "It scares you. 
You'd never dream anything like this 
would happen here."

However, Thursday night, it did. 
SCHILD, A 65-YEAR-OLD retired 


manufacturing company owner, was 
asleep in his bed when he felt a heavy 
hand on his mouth. 


The hand pushed hard enough to 


cause a bruise, and at first, Schild be- 
lieved the hand was calloused. 


Only after a flashlight clicked on 


and 'shone into his face did Schild re- 
alize that the hand felt rough because 
the intruder was wearing a glove. 


T h e 
burglars 
apparently 
had 


climbed through a fence on the north- 
east end of the project, which is under 
construction, and followed a road to 
Schild's home, 660 Old Barn Rd. 


There, they apparently lifted a patio 


door up from its tracks without break- 
ing it, entered the house and moved 
quietly upstairs where they con- 
fronted Schild. 


HE REMEMBERS them as edu- 


cated and very professional in their 
work. 


"I think we were always concerned 


(about our safety)," Schild said. "But 
the men were courteous. They weren't 
gentlemen, but they treated us with 
respect, maybe because of our age."

Jewelers withdraw request 
Home scratched as warehouse 


Bowing to the pressure of angry 


neighbors, the owners of Persin & 
Bobbin Jewelers have .withdrawn a 
request to use a home at 101 S. Dun- 
ton Ave. as a warehouse. 


The surprise move will delay the 


Village of Arlington Heights' efforts to 
purchase the jewelers' present ware- 
house at 35 S. Vail Ave. for a down- 
town parking garage. The village's 
contract to buy the building for 
$76,000 was conditional upon the jew- 
elers getting a land-use variation for 
the house at 101 S. Dunton Ave. 


Twice the Arlington Heights Zoning 


Board of Appeals has recommended 


• approval of Persin & Bobbin's request 


for a zoning variation. The village 


board was scheduled to rule on the 
request Monday. 


THE REQUEST, HOWEVER, was 


withdrawn late Thursday by Irving 
Robbin, co-owner of the jewelry store 
at 24 S, Dunton Ave. ' 


"In light of the fact that people liv- 


ing in that area got so upset, we de- 
cided we wouldn't want to jeopardize 
our role with' them," Robbins said. 
"We've worked too hard to build up 
the good relationship we have -with 
the people in the community," he 
said. 


Opposition to the request to use the 


house at 101 S. Dunton Ave. for stor- 
age purposes came mainly from resi- 
dents of the Royal Dunton con- 
dominium units, 110 S. Dunton Ave. 


They succeeded in getting the request 
returned to the zoning board of ap- 
peals for a rehearing when they com- 
plained that they had not been con- 
tacted before the first hearing. 


AT THE SECOND HEARING, near- 


by residents complained that approval 
of the request would set a precedent 


• for commercial use of a residence. 


They also said they feared the proper- 
ty would become rundown if used as a 
warehouse. 


Robbin said Friday the idea of con- 


verting the house at 101 S. Dunton into 
a warehouse was suggested by village 
officials. 


"I did not inaugurate that request," 


he said. 


Robbin refused to comment when 


asked if his withdrawal of the request 
for a zoning variation means negotia- 
tions with the village for the property 
at 35 S. Vail Ave. are in jeopardy. 


A s s i s t a n t Village Atty. Ernest 


Blomquist said he is optimistic the 
site still can be acquired without go- 
ing through condemnation proceed- 
ings. 


"Based on their willingness to coop- 


erate in the past, I think we^ean reach 
a new accord," BlomquisViaid. "Of 
course, it all depends on them being 
able to find adequate storage facil- 
ities," he said. 


"For right now, the parking garage 


plan is set back and we're right back 
where we started from," Blomquist 
said. 


Life is a fight in commodities pits 


A bell clanged, sounding like one 


which marks the beginning of a box- 
Ing round. 


But this marked the beginning of 


bacon trading in the pits of the Chi- 
cago Mercantile Exchange. 


Nestled in a group of 20 or 30 


screaming men was Jack Sandner, 
once a poor, struggling amateur boxer 
on Chicago's South Side. 


SANDNER, 35, a Prospect Heights 


resident, park board 
commissioner 


and attorney, rubs elbows daily with 
millionaires on the exchange, floor as 
he buys and sells pork bellies (Ba- 
con), hogs, cattle and gold for his 
clients and himself. 


If he is not a millionaire himself 


yet, he will be someday.' 


Sandner holds one of only 500 mem- 


, berships on the exchange, which is 
the world center for hog and cattle 
selling. 


He trades commodities /or clients 


who might ask him to sell 50 carloads 
of hogs or buy one carload of battle. 


He is vice-president of Rufenacht, 


Bromagen and Hertz, a large ex- 
change clearing-house. He also oper- 
ates his own firm, John F. Sandner 
and Associates. 


Sandner began with only his street 


sense and a sharp mind to guide him. 
Today'he sits on the exchanges's pre- 
tigious board of governors, guiding 
the multimillion dollar operation.

east Side, he lost interest in his stud- 
ies and dropped out. He started box- 
ing for the Catholic Youth Organiza- 
tion. 


AT THAT TIME, Sandner's life goal 


was to be supervisor of the open 
hearths at Republic Steel — one of 
those men whose face., is red 'and 
cracked from years in front of the 
raging'fires. 


But Tony Zale, world middleweight 


champion in the 1940s and a CYO 
coach, helped raise Sandner's aspira- 
tions. 


"HE TOOK ME under his wing. I 


remember he told my rnoher,' Mrs. 
Sandner, your son has the makings of 
a champion,' " 


Through his connection with Zale 


and his boxing ability, college scholar- 
ship offers began pouring in. He en- 
rolled in Central YMCA High School 
and finished as valedictorian of his 
class. 


Then, shortly before he accepted a 


boxing scholarship, the National Col-' 


- lege Athletic Assn. dropped boxing. 


The University of Arizona offered 


him a scholarship, saying the athletic 
department would teach him track. 
Sandner grabbed it. 


FOUR YEARS later, at the urging 


of a professor, Sandner took the law 
aptitude test, scored well and enrolled 
in Notre Dame's law school. • 


He worked his way through school, 


tending bar on Rush Street and when 
he graduated with honors in 1968, he 
returned to Chicago, "where I had a 
ready-made clientele on the southeast 
side," Sandner laughed. 


When not defending his old friends, 


he worked on court cases for various 
law firms in Chicago. He happened to 
provide some legal services for the 
president of the exchange, Everett B. 
Harris. 


He suggested Sandner join the ex- 


change. The memberships were sell- 
ing for $80,000 at that time, including 
membership in the International Mon- 
etary Market. The monetary market 
deals with gold, silver and foreign 
currency. 


TODAY THE privilege of trading in 


the mercantile exchange costs $43,000. 
Monetary market memberships cost 
¥57,000. 


"I still owed money on my student 


loans," Sandner said. "I had no mon- 
ey ... I went home and thought about 
it, though. I've always been a gam- 
bler, so I said I'll buy a member- 
ship."

face a general ban because they have 
been found to destroy the earth's 
ozone layer. A substitute using butane 
gas has appeared in the United States. 


"But butane firstly is inflammable 


and the can explodes if punctured," 
Wording said. "It also gives a dimin- 
ishing pressure which means wastage 
of the product inside the can." 


Wording's spray uses only biodcgra- 


deabte materials. It cannot explode, 
and is not inflammable.

FBI Special Agent Jack Keith said 


the case may be a "spinoff" from a 
somewhat similar abduction in Las 
Vegas last month when a bank man- 
ager was forced to get $1.2 million 
from his bank while kidnapers held 
his wife hostage. 


KEITH SAID Robert Capurro, man- 


ager of the Security National Bank's 
South Virginia and Liberty branch, re- 
ceived a telephone call at the bank 
from a men who asked for $300,000 in 
used bills. He implied he had a part- 
ner. 


Capurro got the money from the 


bank 
and, following 
instructions, 


drove to a public telephone in a super- 
market wliere he received a call tell- 
ing him tci leave the money in the car 
and walk to his home a few blocks 
away. 


T a w y n a was found wandering 


around a "kiddyland" area of a park

Presidential energy adviser James 


Schlesnger admitted during a con- 
gressional breakfast Friday that there 
are more major gas and oil reserves 
available than the Carter adminis- 
tration has previously acknowledged. 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-l2th, 


emerged from the White House brief- 
ing and reported that Schlesinger 
"backed down" from earlier asser- 
tions that the nation's reserves are 
running low. 


"He stopped denying that the re- 


sources are not there and said the 
technology to obtain the reserves is 
not available," Crane said. The state- 
ments were -made during a private 
briefing for the U.S. House Ways and 
Means Committee, which is about to 
complete action on the tax proposals 
in the president's energy plan 


CRANE SAID he is uncertain if 


Schlesmger's comments about tech- 
nology are accurate. He said when the 
government deregulates natural gas 
and oil, the price will rise to the level 
that will allow exploration and devel- 
opment of technology to tap the re- 
serves 


Crane said reports developed by the 


Energy Research, Development Ad- 
ministration suggests there are mas- 
sive reserves that could provide 
American supplies for hundreds of 
years. 


The congressman, however, also 


noted Carter remains opposed to dere- 
gulation of various types of energy 
sources. 


As a result, Crane predicted, the 


president will have a difficult tune 
getting approval for passage of taxes 


on gas guzzling autos and the stand- 
by gas tax. 


THE GAS GUZZLER tax is opposed 


by some members of Congress be- 
cause it would generally give rebates 
for purchasing foreign cars white pe- 
nalizing U S. auto makers. 


Crane said the president appears to 


be ready to make action on his energy 
package a "test of party loyalty." 


"He said that if it does not pass, it 


will be a major indictment of the 
Democratic Party, the White House 
and the Congress," Crane said. 


Crane said the presidential staff 


failed to provide the congressmen 
with specific information about the 
plan, thus handicapping their study of 
the policy 


Later in the day, Schlesinger told 


reporters in Washington that adminis- 
tration policy was "put together under 
the gun" and "is not a completed 
plan." 


HE SAID THERE are key provi- 


sions of the plan which must be 
amended after the creation of a De- 
partment of Energy to include addi- 
tional possibilities for saving energy 
that were left out the first time. 


However, Schlesinger repeated the 


administration's opposition to a provi- 
sion of U.S. House legislation which 
would deny the president the power to 
veto changes in oil and gas prices. 


Carter has agreed to a Senate bill 


which creates an independent com- 
mission to set prices, but is opposed 
to the House legislation, which was 
approved there Friday, that estab- 
lishes a commission but does not al- 
low for presidential suggestions or 
veto.

The Swiss and the Czechoslovaks 


have represented U.S. and Cuban in- 


terests in the respective capitals since 
relations were ruptured. 


THE AMERICAN and Cuban en- 


voys will run what is known as special 
"diplomatic interest sections" under 
the Swiss and Czechoslovak um- 
brellas. 


Trattner said the diplomats will be 


empowered "to deal with their host 
governments on issues of mutual con- 
cern" that still bar resumption of nor- 
mal, fullscale relations.

Viets agree to return 
remains of soldiers 


PARIS (UPD — Vietnam agreed 


Friday to send back the remains of 20 
more Americans killed in the Vietnam 
war, a step that U.S. negotiators 
praised as "positive action" toward 
the establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions. 


The announcement that the bodies 


of 20 more American servicemen 
would be returned to the United 
States came at the close of a second 
round of talks aimed at the eventual 
establishment of diplomatic ties be- 
tween the two former foes. 


Both sides said the talks would be 


resumed, although no date was an- 
nounced. 


Assistant Sec. of State Richard C. 


Holbrooke, the chief American ne- 
gotiator, said the Vietnamese decision 
to repatriate an additional 20 bodies 
to the United States, was "a positive 
action on the part of Vietnam." 


HE SAID THE BODIES would be 


sent to the Central Identification Lab- 
oratory in Hawaii and that "families 


will be informed very soon." 


A total of 33 names have been fur- 


nished to the United States since the 
special presidential mission led by 
U S. labor leader Leonard Woodcock 
left for Hanoi in March. 


Of them, the remains of 11 bodies 


have already been handed over and 
Vietnam earlier promised Woodcock 
the return of two more. Vietnam said 
Friday the remains of 20 more would 
be returned shortly. 


A total of 2,550 mericans are listed 


as missing in action in the Vietnam 
war. All are believed to be dead. 


The question of their repatriation 


has helped to snag a resolution of the 
other chief issue blocking diplomatic 
relations: the U S. refusal to grant 
Hanoi the aid it seeks. 


Both Holbrooke and the chief Viet- 


namese negotiator, Deputy Foreign 
Minister Phan Hien, agreed that dif- 
ferences remain, although neither 
would spell them out when answering 
reporters' questions.

substances to cancer in animals are 
relevant to humans.

No fire violations found 
at club's last inspection 


SOUTHGATE, Ky. (UPI) - The 


city's last fire prevention Inspection of 
the Beverly Hills nightclub, where 161 
persons died in a Ore Saturday, was 
more than a year ago and the club 
was given a "clean bill of health," ac- 
cording to city records released Fri- 
day. 


The disclosures came as the city's 


fire and building code records on the 
club were released at the request of 
the news media. 


Investigators 
Friday 
broadened 


their search for the cause of the fire 
but acknowledged much of the in- 
vestigation would center in the Zebra 
Room. 


"We will restart the whole in- 


vestigative process in order to further 
our effort and to gather all the evi- 
dence possible," said Kentucky State 
Police Commissioner Ken Bran- 
denburgh. 


BRANDENBURGH SAID a large 


part of the investigation is centered in 
the 15-by-30-foot Zebra Room where 
officials have said the fire started. 


The records distributed to reporters 


showed that the most recent fire de- 
partment check at Beverly Hills oc- 
curred between April 24 and April 29, 
1978. 


The records included fire in- 


spections made April 5,1975 and Oct. 
12,1974 and those two reports includ- 
ed comments about uncharged and 
empty fire extinguishers and men- 
tioned other areas of fire safety that 
required attention. 


There were no comments about any 


fire hazards on the April 24-29, 1976 
check. 


CITV OFFICIALS replied "no com- 


ment" to moat questions asked by re- 
porters about the records, but when 
asked if a comment sheet on the lat- 
est fire inspection was missing, City 
Solicitor Albert H. Root said, "All the 
records are there." 


Asked if the lack of comments 


meant that no fire infractions were 
found at Beverly Hills at that time, 
Root said, "I construe it that way." 


Asked if that meant Beverly Hills 


had a "clean bill, of health" at that 
time, Root replied, "As far as the 
records show."

128 survivors 
watch as ferry 
sinks from sight 


ST. JOHN'S, Nfld. (UPI) — The 120 


s u r v i v o r s huddled together for 
warmth in lifeboats Friday and 
watched the ferryboat William Carson 
sink bow first In the darkness beneath 
the icy North Atlantic. 


The 8,272-ton Canadian National 


vessel had struck a submerged ice- 
berg — known as a "growler" — six 
hours earlier while on its first spring 
run from St. John's to Goose Bay in 
Labrador. 


All 38 passengers and 90 crewitem- 


bers aboard the 22-yeaix>M ferry were 
rescued unharmed. 


"THERE WAS NO injury and no 


loss of life," said CN spokesman Ted 
Bartlett. "There was nothing more 
serious than getting their feet wet." 


"Everything went very, very well. 


Not only the crewmen but the passen- 
gers behaved very well under pres- 
sure," be said. 


Two search and Rescue helicopters 


lifted 42 persons from the lifeboats' 
and took them to St. Anthony and 
Mary's Harbor, Nfld. The remaining 
86 survivors, including ferry captain 
Norman Hinks, were brought in 
aboard the Coast Guard icebreaker 
Sir Humphrey Gilbert. 


THE WILLIAM CARSON flashed a 


distress signal at 8:13 p.m. seconds 
after It struck the submerged iceberg. 


Many passengers were unaware 


what happened. 


"I didn't even know it had been hit,

Prayers and a telephone directory were the only tools Carmen 


Lin had began her task six months ago. 


But in Rolling Meadows, Sunday, Mrs. Lin will see her mission 


accomplished when she attends the first meeting of a church 
Croup for the area's Chinese Christians. 


"I know from an earthly point of view it is no great achieve- 


ment," said the native of Taiwan in flawless English. "But in 
terms of doing God's work, I'm really excited." 


MRS. LIN and her husband Yishan, are members of the Chinese 


for Christ Chicago Fellowship, an interdenominational group of 
fundamentalist Christians. After consulting a survey done by Trin- 
ity College in Deerfield and checking the phone books, Mrs. Lin 
found more than 300 Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs. 
She decided they ought to know Christ in their native tongue. 


She sent out 200 letters to Chinese families inviting them to the 


meetings at the Meadows Baptist Church, 2401 Kirchoff Rd., Roll' 
ing Meadows, and prayed. She,feels her prayers have been,an- 
swered. 


"I asked several families to attend and they weren't interested," 


she said, "Later, after I prayed, some of them came back and 
said they wanted to come," she said. 


Mrs Lin was reared as a Buddhist in Taiwan, but converted to 


the Baptist faith, before she came to the United States 11 years 
ago She attended Baptist churches in South Dakota and Carbon- 
dale, 111. But it wasn't until August 1974 that she felt she really 
reached a turning point in her religion and that she "knew I had to 
bring more souls to Christ." 


Mrs. Lin had what she described as a "very personal, super- 


natural experience." She said that one night, after suffering from 
a toothache for several days, she began praying. After several 
long prayers, she said, she felt hands on her shoulders and a voice 
saying In Chinese, "I will heal you." 


"The pain stopped right away," she'said. 


THE SAME NIGHT, Mrs. Lin said, a voice told her to compose 


music. 


"I knew I had to follow His command, but I wasn't a music 


major and I prayed that I would be given the ability," she said. 


"I prayed every day, and two weeks later the first music came 


into my mind." 


Mrs. Lin has composed about 20 religious songs, most of them in 


Chinese, and may be singing some of them at future meetings in 
Rolling Meadows.

THE SERVICES will be conducted in Mandarin Chinese, though 


a translator will be present for those who speak Cantonese or who 
speak only English. Mrs. Lin says she usually prays in Chinese 
and reads a Chinese Bible. "It's easier for my husband in Chi- 
nese," Mrs. Lin laughed. "Even though he has a Ph.D." 


The first meeting of the Chinese Christians is at 2:30 p.m. Sun- 


day. The Rev. Michael Green will be on hand-to greet the worshi- 
pers and help serve refreshments. 


The meeting is open to persons of all nationalities, though Mrs. 


Lin stressed she is primarily interested in reaching the area's 
Chinese. 


"In my prayers, I pray for American churches and even for the 


President," she said. MBut I ieel I have a limit and it's easier for 
me to reach the Chinese. Of course everyone is welcome."

GIANOPULOS SAID he realizes 


that not selling the building would 
cost the financially strapped district 
money, but "our rationale is that for 
many years senior citizens have paid 
tax dollars which paid for North 
School some time ago " 


Supt. Donald Strong said the board 


has already committed itself to hold- 
ing the sale and could not stop it in 


xgood faith. He said, however, "If 
there are no bidders, the board can 
always reconsider if the village wants 
to discuss it." 


The minimum bid for the building 


and land has been set at $800,000. 


Strong said the district owns other 


property which may become vacant in 
the future, including the old-Arlington 
Heights library at Belmont and Min- 
er, which is presently used by High 
School Dist. 214 and a special educa- 
tion cooperative. He said that building 
is smaller than North School "and 
might be more in line with the senior 


citizens' needs. 


"In the next year or so, that could 


be something the village would want 
to inquire about," he said. 


Gianopulos said the Illinois Con- 


stitution demands the educational de- 
velopment of all people to their fullest 
extent, not just young people. He said 
he would like to see all public 
agencies including the park district, 
library, youth commission, village 
board and school board work together 
to provide a senior citizens center. 


North Schobl would be an ideal loca- 


tion, he said, because it is four blocks 
from a 119-unit senior citizens com- 
plex which is expected to be com- 
pleted within 18 months.

Besides killing 11 
persons, it resulted in Hooding and $400 million in property loss.

PORT ARANSAS, Tex. (UPI) - 


Crowds ot tourists who usually flock 
to Padre Island for its swimming and 
surfing Friday jammed the white 
beaches to watch gray and black dor- 
sal fins rip through the water just off- 
shore.

A key prosecution witness Fnday 


admitted he lied several times in a 
statement to police that implicated 
Patricia Columbo in the murders of 
her family, but maintained Miss Col- 
umbo had solicited him to commit the 
murders. 


"I lied on the 14th of May, 1976, to 


protect Roman (Sobcynski) and my- 
self," said Lanyon R. Mitchell, 25, of 
Lake Villa. Mitchell is a key wkness 
in the trial of Miss Columbo, 20, and 
Frank DeLuca, 39, charged with kill- 
ing her family May 4,1976. 


Mitchell, under cross-examination, 


admitted his willingness to he to ob- 
tain almoh anything. He said he also 
had participated in a confidence game 
with Sobcynski, 35, of Chicago, anoth- 
er prosecution witness. 


MITCHELL AND Sobcynski, both 


unindicted coconspirators, have been 
offered immunity from prosecution in 
return for their testimony. 


Mitchell on Thursday testified Miss 


Columbo solicited him and Sobcynski 
to murder her parents, Frank and 
Mary Columbo, and her brother, Mi- 
chael, 13, of Elk Grove Village. How- 
ever, both men say they backed out of 
the plot before the May 4, 1976, slay- 
ings. 


Investigators 
questioned Mitchell 


May 14, 1976, and obtained from him 
a statement that described how Miss 
Columbo allegedly solicited him to 
murder her family. 


Police arrested Miss Columbo and 


charged her with the slayings May 15, 
1976. 


Portions of Mitchell's statement to 


police conflicted with the testimony he 
gave Thursday and Friday. Under 
cross-examination, Mitchell admitted 
he lied to police and Terry Sullivan, 
an assistant Cook County state's attor- 
ney. 


Mitchell said he lied when he told 


investigators bow he first met Miss 
Columbo. 


He testified that he never threat- 


ened Miss Columbo though he said in 
his statement he had threatened to 
kill Miss Columbo. 


However, Mitchell continued to 


maintain that Miss Columbo solicited 
him to commit the murders. 


Patricia Coiumbo's attorney, public 


defender William P. Murphy, asked 
Mitchell, "When you lied to Mr. Sulli- 
van, do you think he believed you?" 


"Yes sir," Mitchell said. 
"You think you're a pretty con- 


vincing liar, don't you?" 
'"Yes sir." 
"You'd lie for sex, for money, to get 


a job, wouldn't you?" 


"Yes sir." 


MITCHELL SAID "as a joke" he 


told Miss Columbo he and Sobcynski 
could kill her family for $10,000 for 
each person. But he admitted he lied 
to Miss Columbo to 'obtain sexual fa- 
vors for himself and Sobcynski. 


He said he encouraged Miss Colum- 


bo to have sex with Sobcynski so lie 
might obtain a -job as a Cook County 
Sheriff's policeman through Sob- 
cynski, who is a civil service recruiter 
for the Cook County Personnel Dept. 


MITCHELL ALSO admitted he had 


participated with Sobcynski and Sam 
Bird, of Harrington Hills, in a scheme 
to bilk Mitchell's girlfriend out of 
money. 
, Mitchell said that in March 1976 he 
and Sobcynski met with Mitchell's 
girlfriend, Karin Burtt, 20, of Elk 
Grove Village, Bird and an uniden- 
tified woman at a Chicago restaurant. 


Bird was introduced to Miss Burtt 


as a friend of Sobcynski, who Mitchell 
had described to her as "a heavy" in 
Chicago politics. Bird then demanded 
that Mitchell pay him $3,000 he alle- 
gedly owed, Mitchell said. 


Mitchell apparently had hoped Miss 


Burtt wouM sympathize and offer to 
help pay part-of the "debt." "I was 
shaking down Karin for a little mon- 
ey," he said. 


Mitchell said he and Sobcynski also 


had demanded "front money" from 
Miss Columbo as part of their murder 
"conspiracy," but denied she also was 
a victim of a con game.

that the sentence was severe, al- 
though It was 125 years less than the 
maximum be could hare imposed. 


A JURY OF 10 men and two women 


took 72 minutes to find Vermilye guil- 
ty on all 12 counts of performing 
crimes against nature and aiding and 
abetting others In such crimes. Dur- 
ing the five dsys of testimony they 


had listened to accounts of homose- 
xual orgies and looked at thousands of 
pornographic pictures sent to "spon- 
' sors" of Boys Farm Inc. 


The state portrayed Vermilye as the 


"ringmaster" in a "house of horror 
and depravity." It produced residents 
of the farm who testified that Ver- 
milye seduced boys as young as 11. 


It produced sponsors, of the farm, 


from Florida to Michigan, including 


one wheelchair - bound 
paraplegic 


who testified that in return for. their 
tax-free contributions Vermilye sent 
them pornography he made at the 
farm and arranged orgies for them 
with his charges. 


Defense attorneys 
attacked the 


state for granting Immunity to all it 
state for granting Immunity to all its 
witnesses, called them "homosexuals 
and hyenas from the depths of hell," 


and'claimed Vermilye had no inkling 
of what was going on at his farm. 


DEFENSE ATTORNEY Joe Bean

"I 
felt the conviction was severe, not 
just the sentence," Bean said. 


Bean, who has attacked news re-

The 43-year-old Polanski, husband 


of slain actress Sharon Tate and di- 
rector of such films as ''Rosemary's 
Baby" and "Chinatown," was absent 
during the court hearing. ' 


He previously announced he will 


leave next week for Tahiti to scout 
locations for his .next movie, which his 
attorney, Douglas Dalton, formally 
announced to the judge Friday. 


"THERE'S NO REASON why he 


can't go," said Rlttenband, "because 


it's his usual employment and occupa- 
tion." 


Dalton and deputy District Attorney 


Roger Gunson huddled in chambers 
with the judge for 30 minutes, dis- 
cussing publicity surrounding the case 
and a defense motion for "discovery," 
which would allow Dalton access to 
evidence gathered by the prosecution.

allegedly taken by Polanski, showing 
the alleged rape victim sitting -nude

22 years of accident-free 
driving make it a safe bus

They say flyiug is the safest way to 


travel. It's not true. 


Riding a bus with Al Rlnaldl at the 


wheel is much safer. 


The 62-year-old Rlnaldl recently re- 


ceived a National Safety Council 
award for driving a bus for 22 years 
without an accident — not even a 
scratched fender or a dented mirror. 
He's driven buses in Des Plaines for 
36 years and Is the only driver em- 
ployed by the North Suburban Mass 
Transit System to have logged over 
one million miles. 


RINALDI HASN'T driven any regu- 


lar routes since January, though, 
when-he was promoted to instructor. 
Now he's out with the rookies, putting 
them through their paces on Des 
Plaines' busy streets and Inter- 
sections. 


You should see him tooling around 


Cumberland Circle in one of the huge 
NORTRAN buses: steely eyes peering 
out of a kind, grandfatherly face; 
hands firmly on the wheel; right foot 
sliding off the accelerator and hov- 
ering over the brake. 


All the while cars are flying around 


the bus like cages at a carnival ride. 
This Is the dreaded .Cumberland 
Circle, the intersection most-feared by 
NORTRAN drivers. 


"We call It 'Suicide Circle,'" Rl- 


naldl says. It's located at the inter- 
section of Wolf and Golf roads In 
northwest Des Plaines. 


"You have to keep your eyes roll- 


Ing, left mirror, right-manor, rear 
mirror. There are several streets all 
coming in, like the spokes of a 
wheel," he says. 


"SUICIDE CIRCLE" isn't the only 


place he's safety conscious. Al Rl- 
naldl, 985 Park View Ln., lives, and 
breathes safety all day long. 


"When I go to work in the morning, 


I tell myself, 'Think safety, get up for 
it.'" he says. 


Twenty-two years without an accid- 


net — and It might have been longer 
If H were not for a high curb In front 
of the bus station In Chicago. That 


curb got too close to Rlnaldi's bus one 
day 22 years ago and put a scratch on 
the bus and a mar oh his record. 


"All I did was sort of rub the cur- 


bing, and I reported it and was 
charged with an accident," he says. 


"IT'S EASY TO PUT a flaw on your 


record at NORTRAN. Even if you're 
hit broadside by a car running a red 
light, it could count against you. If 
there were anything you could have 
done to avoid being hit, it goes down 
on the record. 


"The National Safety Council will 


charge us with a preventable acci- 
dent, because we are supposed to an- 
ticipate the intersection," he said. 
"We must approach stop lights with 
our foot over the break." 


Rinaldi says he's only had one close 


call since the scratched-fender in- 
cident. It happened In the midst of a 
torrential downpour In the -spring of 
1947. 


"I was driving down the Northwest 


Highway near Park Ridge, and a 
huge tree was struck by lightning and 
it fell In front of the bus. I stopped 
within two or three feet of it," he 
aays. 


, "It might have been an act of God 
that it just happened to fall there. 
You're not prepared for an act of 
God," he says. 


WHAT MAKES A DRIVER safety- 


consclous day after day? Is it the glo- 
ry of a National Safety Council 
award? 


"He worries about his people as 


well as his safety record," Rinaldi 
says.

Holding a circus is not the usual 


way of honoring the anniversary of a 
religious1 or spiritual leader. 


But for the 'disciples of Sri Chdnmoy, 


the leading exponent of Bhaktl Yoga 
in the United States, the circus, with 
Its childlike qualities of wonder and 
awe, is a near-perfect spiritual sym- 
bol. 


"We are not making light of spiritu- 


ality," the guru said in an interview 
with UPI, marking his 13th anniversa- 
ry In the United States. "Simplicity, 
serenity and a childlike heart," he 
said are at the heart of spirituality. 


AT A TIME when Eastern religions 


and .occuK practices are making 
greater inroads among Westerners 
while at the same time coming under 
increasingly critical scrutiny, the 45- 
year-old Sri Chramoy has managed to 
maintain a credibility unmatched by 
moat other gurus and yoga masters. 
He leads twice-weekly meditation ses- 
sions at the United Nations, for ex- 
ample, has lectured at Yale and had 
an audience with the Pope. 


Part of the reason is that Sri Chin- 


moy appears not to be interested in 
either attracting mass followers ot 
, great wealth. At the present time only 
about 700 people from around the 
world have dedicated themselves to 
the "spiritual path" which Sri Chln- 
moy preaches.

Italian film director 
Rossellini dead at 71 


ROME (UPI) - Robert Ro'ssellirii, 


pioneer of Italian cinema's neo- 
realism who scandalized three conti- 
nents with his tangled love affairs 
with Ingrid Bergman and Anna Mag- 
nani, collapsed and died at his home 
Friday. He was 71. 


Rossellini Was stricken in his ex- 


clusive Rome apartment shortly be- 
fore lunch and died before a doctor 
reached him. The cause of death had 
not yet been determined, and family 
members said funeral arrangements 
had not been completed. 


With Rossellini when he died were 


his son, Renzino, and bis first wife, 
Marcella De Marchis, whom he di- 
vorced in 1960 In order to wed Swed- 
ish actress Ingrid Bergman. 


HE WON THE divorce on the 


grounds he had married Marcella un- 
der the influence of drugs. 


The stocky, balding Rossellini, who 


always dressed in rumpled suits, met 
Miss Bergman after making his 1946 
classic "Open City," a stark film of 
Roman resistance against the Nazi oc- 
cupiers which launched Miss Magnani 
as an international star. 


Miss Bergman saw the "movie and 


wrote him, asking him to direct her in 
a picture. 


After 
"Open City," RosseUini!s 


"Paisa" in 1948 and "Germany Year 
Zero" in 1949 won him wide acclaim 
as an avant garde director of neo- 
realism. 
It was a film called "Stromboli" 


that brought Rossellini into worldwide 
headlines — not so much as a director 
as a lover. 


HE MADE THE film with Miss 


Bergman in 1949 on the volcanic is- 
land of the same name and his equal- 
ly volcanic love affair with the then- 
married Miss Bergman spelled the 
disintegration of his reputation as a 
director. 


American critics especially roundly 


panned "Stromboli" — in part be- 
cause of their outrage at the widely 
publicized love affair. 


While Rossellini and Miss Bergman 


made Stromboli, a spiteful,Miss Mag- 
nani did a film of her own on-an is- 
land a few miles away. 


Rossellini grabbed tabloid.headlines 


again in 1967 when he divorced Miss 
Bergman in order to marry a 'visibly 
pregnant Sonali Das Gupta, then the 
wife of an Indian film director. 


THAT AFFAIR led the .late Indian 


Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru to 
publicly brand Rossellini "a scoun- 
drel." 


Rwsellini remained married to 


Miss Das Gupta until his death al- 
though the couple lived apart in 
Rome. 


Plagued by annulments, court bat- 


tles, custody disputes and public con- 
demnation, Rossellini's film career 
went into near-eclipse despite a brief 
comeback in 1959 with his "II Gener- 
ate Delia Rovere" Starring his long- 
time friend, the'late director Vlttorio 
De Sica. 


Rossellini's death came less than 


four years after that of Miss Magnani, 
in whose funeral procession 
be 


marched, and two and a half years 
after that of De Sica, his fellow leader 
of movie neorealism. 


BORN IN Rome May 8, 1906, Ros- 


sellini began his movie career as a 


documentary maker and later as a di- 
rector and story writer of several 
films under the Fascist regime of 
Benito Mussolini. 


The war. was just only over when 


Rossellini, working on a shoestring 
budget, directed "Open City," which 
ran for' two years at a New York art 
theater and was the film that made 
Italian cinema an export item for the 
first time. 


Li his later years, Rossellini went to 


work on television documentaries in- 
cluding a recent series on the origins 
of human civilization.

Thompson's idea 
fair to workers 


The current contract talks be- 


tween Illinois state officials and 
the union representing nearly 
42,000 workers are at an im- 
passe, but there is no reason for 
the talks to remain stalled. 


While both sides are well en- 


trenched in their own positions, 
an Interesting and unique settle- 
ment has been proposed that is 
worthy of consideration. 


The union, The American Fed- 


eration of State, County and Mu- 
nicipal Employes, wants a con- 
tract calling for 10 per cent sala- 
ry hikes for state employes in 
each of the next two years. Gov. 
James R. Thompson counters 
that the state's anemic fiscal 
condition will allow no across- 
the-board raise this year and a 5 
per cent pay hike next year if 
the financial picture improves. 


The two sides are far apart on 


the wage issue, but union ne- 
gotiators cannot ignore the fact 
that the fiscal reality seems to

be on Thompson's side. Critics 
of the governor's spending plans 
have been unable tn point to new 
or additional revenue' sources 
that would provide extra money 
for the state budget, whether for 
employe raises, increased edu- 
cation aid or any other state 
needs. 


With this in mind, the union 


would be well advised to consid- 
er carefully the most recent pro- 
posal from the Thompson ad- 
ministration. 


Under the proposal, the union 


would settle for the governor's 
terms, but with the provision 
that if revenues exceed present 
estimates, state workers would 
get a share of the "extra mon- 
ey" in the form of raises. 


This "profit sharing" proposal 


does not satisfy the demands of 
the workers, but it is a just way 
of providing for employe raises 
w i t h o u t over-burdening state 
coffers. State employes are en- 
titled to periodic salary increas- 
es to help keep pace with in- 
flation. However, there are 
some state workers who have 
not received any pay raises 
since December 1974. With the 
continuing inflation, good people 
are certainly being driven from 
government service. 


The union negotiators and the 


state should return to bargain- 
ing and fully consider the effect 
nf this new offer. While it may 
be less than perfect, it repre- 
sents a good faith effort by the 
state to provide a wage increase 
at a time when money remains 
scarce.

Housing official clarifies program 


The article published in the May 19 


issue of The Herald was Incorrect in 
several respects and has caused a 
great deal,of confusion. I want to 
make the following clarification: 


The Housing Authority of Cook 


County administers the Section 8 
Existing Housing Program for subur- 
ban Cook County. The Northwest Op- 
portunity Center is one of several 
agencies which have applications for 
interested families and senior citi- 
zens. 


The Northwest Opportunity Center 


is not an official agent of the Housing 
Authority and has not been allocated 
125 subsidies as stated hi the May 19 
article. 


The Northwest Opportunity Center 


merely forwards Section 8 appli- 
cations to the Housing Authority for 
processing. Qualified applicants may 
seek assistance in locating acceptable 
housing from any local agency or re- 
source. It is not necessary for a fami- 
ly to apply through the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center for Section 8 assis- 
tance nor Is it necessary for a quali- 
fied applicant to use the services of 
the Center to locate an acceptable 
unit. 


The Housing Authority of Cook 


County can offer assistance to fami- 
lies as soon as an application is pro- 
cessed which takes one to two 
months. All new applications from se- 
nior citizens are placed onja waiting 
list pending the availability of addi- 
tional funding. 


Qualified families will pay 25 per 


cent of their gross monthly income in 
an apartment or house selected by the 
family. Landlords must agree to par- 
ticipate in the program and rent plus 
tenant-paid utilities must not exceed 
the following figures'. 


Bent plus tenant-paid utilities must 


not exceed $210 for a studio, 1239 for 
one bedrooo, *281 for two bedrooms, 
$325 for three bedrooms and $387 for 


four bedrooms in non-elevator build- 
ings. 


In elevator buildings, rent plus utili- 


ties must not exceed $232 for a studio, 
$263 for one bedroom, $310 for two 
bedrooms, $356 for three bedrooms 
and $407 for four bedrooms. 


Figures listed in the May 19 article 


were Incorrect and did not state that 
utility costs must be added.

She prefers sod to swimming pools 


For the past 18V4 years our family 


has resided in Elk Grove Village and 
we have always thought of it as a 
great place to live and raise our fami- 
ly. We haven't always agreed with ev- 
erything that has transpired here but 
for the most part it hasn't been that 
bad. 


Now we have the water con- 


servation situation. If it is necessary, 
we are willing to comply with the 
rules. 


Last year we had laid sod in our 


front yard and got our first water per- 
mit and two extensions which every- 
one was entitled to.' This was by no 
means sufficient but what had to be, 
had to be. This year we had to re- 
place some sod that had not taken and 
some that had been burned out by the 
salt from the streets over the winter. 
I called the Elk Grove Water Depart- 
ment to see If I could get a permit to 
sprinkle the new sod, just until it 
could take hold and I was told to use 
buckets to water the sod. My husband 
and I tried this for a few days but at 
our age (we're both in our 50's) it 
wasn't easy. In fact it was very rough 
on both of us since I'm a diabetic and 
both my husband and I have arthritis 
of the spine. 


I tried calling the water department 


a second time to explain our situation 
and was told I would have to write a 


letter to the president of the village. 
Now we all know by the time our 
president receives my letter and I get 
a response, my sod would be burnt 
out again. 


This, however, is not my main com- 


plaint. What really bothers me is why 
the village allows residents to run wa- 
ter for two or three days, some 
maybe more, to fill these huge swim- 
ming pools. If we didn't have public 
swimming pools in the village, it 
would be a different story, but it 
seems to me it's more important to 
use water for lawns to keep your 
property looking presentable, than to 
fill swimming pools which require 
thousands of gallons of water. This is 
water conservation? Maybe our presi- 
dent and trustees have swimming 
pools and therefore have to allow the 
other residents to use theirs. 


I understand these huge pools are 


expensive and the owners don't like to 
see them going unused but we have 
invested quite a bit in our sod also 
and can't afford to be replacing it ev- 
ery year because some residents like 
to relax in their pools. Incidentally if 
our president or his sons would like to 
volunteer their services and join our 
bucket brigade, we will be very happy 
to have them.

This party 
always goes 
a little too far 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. — It was ei- 


ther lunch at McClard's or making 
Tom Anderson's press conference on 
time. Anderson is national chairman 
of the American Party and McClard's 
is reputed to serve some of the best 
barbecue in Arkansas. There was 
little doubt which would prove mea- 
tier, more savory and more crowded. 


After McClard's, I turned out to be 


the press at the conference — with the 
exception of the publisher of a shop- 
per's weekly in North Little Rock who 
said be was affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Party. Anderson tried to enliven 
the proceedings with an occasional 
dab of his brand of verbal sauce. 
Sample: He said one-worlders sought 
a common world, common citizenship, 
and "common firing squads." 


But business seems a little slow this 


year for the American Party. The 
health of the Republic is the sickness 
of third parties and, post-Richard Nix- 
on, post-George Wallace, the Republic 
seems newly stable. The worse things 
are for the country, the better things 
are for protest movements like the 
American Party. Anderson acknowl- 
edged there was an "element of 
truth" in that, but he seemed con- 
fident the country was going from bad 
to worse. The soundest claim Ander- 
son may have made was that those 
active In his party were not motivated 
by a "lust for power." Nobody inter- 
ested in power would be anywhere 
near this group this year. 


KICKING OFF A meeting of the 


party's national committee, Tom An- 
derson explained that it was now en- 
gaged hi building strength from the 
bottom up. This is the usual strategy 
of parties that have failed to build it 
from the top down. Chairman Ander- 
son said he never had believed his 
party could have won on the presiden- 
tial level, anyway. So much for all 
that jazz of yesteryear about tying the 
Electoral College into knots, throwing 
the election into the House of Repre- 
sentatives voting by states, and so on. 


Anderson reserved some of his 


sharper barbs for the rival American 
Independent Party. He intimated that 
the AIP had hogged the show and the 
finances (not to mention the votes) 
last year, when Lester Maddox was 
doing his act on the stump instead of 
the stage. Was there anything to 
this rivalry besides organizational 
jealousy? The AIP, said Anderson, 
was more interested in the racist ap- 
peal. Though his own party has never 
been known as a hotbed of civil 
rights. Later, he would explain that 
majority rule in South Africa and 
Rhodesia was impossible because 
their blacks weren't like ours — theirs 
were "right out of the trees." 


ANDERSON, HAVING , distanced 


himself from those racists hi the AIP, 
seemed hard put to come up with any 
one Issue that could bind and moti- 
vate his party as in its golden years, 
if not the Republic's. He ticked off a 
whole list — the Panama Canal, the 
genocide treaty, the President's ener- 
gy program, South Africa and Rho- 
desia, Laetrile... after having warn- 
ed that he wouldn't like to see his par- 
ty become a one-issue cause. That is 
the historic response of politicians 
whose one issue has faded. 


One or more of those issues may 


catch on, but if they do redound to 
any p a r t y ' s profit, one feels 
confident it won't be Anderson's. For 
spokesmen of his party have a way of 
starting out with an issue that may 
appeal to many Americans — and 
then going that one, irretrievable step 
too far. One can almost see the shad- 
ow fall whenever Tom Anderson 
reaches that point: 


WHEN A HELPFUL friend men- 


tioned Andrew Young, who's so easy a 
target he ought to be protected by a 
code, like sitting ducks, it wasn't 
enough for Anderson to berate Am- 
bassador Young. Andy Young had to 
be described as "on their side" and 
accused of "treason." Most Ameri- 
cans' common sense would tell them 
that Andrew Young isn't serious 
enough to be a Communist.agent. It 
isn't enough to berate Jimmy Carter; 
Anderson has to say that the Presi- 
dent should be impeached because 
some of his (unnamed) top advisers 
are Communists of some nebulous 
sort. 


The opportunism of American busi- 


nessmen who make lucrative -deals 
with the Soviet Union that enhance 
neither this country's economy nor its 
defense Is good grist. Then the shad- 
ow falls. Armand Hammer, says Mr. 
Anderson, "ought to be hung." As for 
William F. Buckley, who is not Ander- 
son's kind of conservative, he should 
be ostracized because he goes siding 
in Switzerland with the likes of John 
Kenneth Galbrattb. And so on, always 
one step, or more, too far. Which may 
explain why the American Party is, 
at least in these-more stable times, 
one step and probably more behind.

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Likud bloc can't control Israel by itself

The conventional wisdom of the moment holds that chances (or 


peace in the Middle East have dropped sharply because the voters 
of Israel have turned out of office their long-dominant Labor Party 
and given the advantage in votes, and in seats in the Knesset, to 
the national Likud bloc. 


This seems to me to be a superficial reading of the situation. 
Yes, it is true that the leader of the Likud bloc, Menahem Begin, 


Is himself a hard-line nationalist who opposes the surrender of any 
of the Arab territories occupied since the 1967 war. On the record 
he favors the planting of new settlements of Israelis in the occu- 
pied territories of the West Bank. 


BUT. THE LIKUD is not strong enough to form a government 


by itself. It received only a third of the 2.2 million votes cast in the 
election. It will have trouble enough just organizing a coalition 
majority of 61 votes in the 120-member Knesset. The voting pat- 
tern showed more of a falling away of votes from Labor than of a 
swing of votes to Likud. There was no provable mandate for a 
policy of intransigence. 


More Importantly, Begin is better qualified than any leader of 


the Labor Party could possibly be to make territorial concessions 
If and when the time comes when they will have to be made. Since 
he has always been opposed to such concessions no man can ac- 
cuse him of wanting to make them, or of giving away one more 
Inch than Is absolutely necessary. Just as Richard Nixon could go 
to Peking because he had always run as an anticommunlat so 
Begin could, someday, go to Cairo or Damascus because he has 
always been so anti-Arab. 


The time is coming Inevitably when territorial concessions will 


have to be made for the simple reason that the Arabs can sustain 
an indefinite number of wars against Israel, and Israel cannot. 
The Arabs have already lost four wars against Israel, but grown in 
wealth and strength and modernity throughout the process. If 
there is no settlement, indeed if Begin insists on a policy of no 
concessions, then there will be still another Arab-Israeli war. Is- 
rael would probably win it. Israel Is today stronger in weapons vis- 
a-vis the Arabs than ever before. Israel was heavily resupplled 
with the latest and best American weapons after the 1973 war. 
None of the Arab countries has been resupplied to anything like 
the same extent. 


BUT THE ARABS can afford to lose wars against Israel and

The essential fact about the situation in the Middle East is that 


'Israel simply cannot go on much longer in a siege condition sur- 
rounded by hostile Arabs. Even the mighty United States cannot 
afford indefinitely to support Israel in this condition and certainly 
not if there is a better condition to be had. 


Carter believes that a better condition is now available. He has 


talked with the Presidents of Egypt and Syria and with the King of 
Jordan. He is convinced that all three are ready and willing to end 
their war with Israel on the basis of acceptance of the existence of 
the state of Israel. The willingness of the important Arab countries 
to make peace with Israel is now credible. The President of the 
United States is convinced that they are sincere in their readiness 
for peace and in their willingness to enter into a true peace with 
Israel. 


IN THE PAST Israel has always professed a desire for peace 


but was never put to the test. The Arab policy of nonrecognition of 
Israel made it possible for the Israelis to say that the Arabs made 
peace impossible, hence Israel had no choice but to persist in the 
capability of winning wars. 


But now it is different. The Arab Interest in peace and the Arab 


willingness to come to 'peaceable terms with Israel is certainly 
convincing to Carter. The Palestine Liberation Organization is still 
outside of the above equation. Their leaders still proclaim a policy 
of destroying Israel. But,the other Arabaclaim that in the course 
of negotiation even the PLO would come around to new policy of 
being willing to,live with Israel. 


At this stage in events is a Prime Minister of Israel going to go 


to the bargaining table and refuse to negotiate over territory even 
if that Prime Minister is the leader of the Likud? Is Israel going to 
be seen to be unwilling to move'toward peace when the Arabs are 
perceived by the United States and by virtually the entire world to 
be ready for peace? 


The answer is that so long as the Arab readiness to move toward 


peace is credible, even Menahem Begin would have to be willing 
to meet with them and bargain with them. And any terms which 
he would accept would be acceptable to an overwhelming majority

W A S H I N G T O N , D.C. - In- 


vestigation of the multimillion-dollar 
operations of convicted insurance 
racketeer Joseph Hauser is leading 
congressional probers from Team- 
sters Union corruption into an equally 
bad mess In the Laborers Inter- 
national Union. 


Hauser's contacts in the Laborers 


Union included Bernard "Biftin, the 
convicted chief executive officers of 
four local unions in south Florida. 
U.S. Justice Dept. lawyers consider 
the Rubin case symbolic of soft and 
ineffective U.S.' Labor Dept. policies. 


Rubin continues in control of mil- 


lions of dollars in health and welfare 
funds and union money despite his 
conviction' two years ago on 103 
counts of tax.evasion, racketeering 
and embezzlement involving $385,000 
In union funds. Appeal on that con- 
viction has been pending in the Fifth 
Circuit Court in New Orleans for two 
years. 


JUSTICE DEPT. lawyers have told 


the courts and the Labor Dept. that 
they believe it outrageous that a man 
with Rubin's record continues to have 
virtual one-man control of the funds 
of four local unions, a Laborers dis- 
trict council and six health and wel- 
fare and education funds. 


They note that Rubin could be re- 


moved by the president and executive 
board of the Laborers International 
Union, by the Labor Dept. on its own 
motion, or by the federal courts 


Laborers International Union presi- 


dent Angeto Fosco, identified in Secu- 
rities Exchange Commission hearings 
as one of Hauser's union friends, has

done nothing to remove Rubin in two 
years, and his press office says he has 
no comment on Rubin's continuation 
with control over finances. 


THE LABOR DEPT. initially in- 


dicated that it would act on a Justice 
Dept. recommendation that Rubin be 
removed and his local union placed in 
trusteeship but later reversed itself 
without explanation. 


Equally frustrating has been the 


Justice Dept. moves against Rubin in 
the federal courts. It initially was suc- 
cessful in requests to United States 
District Judge Peter Fay for removal 
of Rubin from his union offices, for 
Judge Fay as criminal trial judge had 
heard the evidence of padded expense 
accounts and double, triple and qua- 
druple billing that made up substan- 
tial parts of the nearly $400,000 in em- 
bezzled funds.

IN JULY THE Senate Permanent

Although Labor Sec. Ray Marshall 


and the Carter Administration has no 
responsibility for the initial laxity 
they will share the blame for the Ru- 
bin affair if they fail to heed the con- 
tinued warnings from the Justice Dept. 
Strike Force lawyers. 


"The union members have no pro- 


tection'' for their funds, a Justice 
Dept. lawyer declared in asserting 
that "the evidence at trial indicated 
there was no check and balance on 
Rubin's use of union funds." 


Justice Dept. lawyers have -also 


pointed to the pattern of violence in 
settling disputes in the laborers Union 
in Rubin's south Florida domain, in- 


cluding three gangland-style slayings 
of local Laborers Union members ui 
the last two years.

IT HAS BEEN pointed out to the 


courts and to the Labor Dept. that Ru- 
bin's defense to the embezzlement 
charges was the cladm that double, 
triple and quadruple billings were 
normal ways of obtaining large cash 
sums.

The site1 where four students were 


killed by Ohio National Guardsmen 
following riots in protest of the U.S. 
invasion of Cambodia has become hal- 
lowed ground to succeeding classes of 
students at Kent. On each anniversa- 
ry, 
all-night 
vigils 
and 
com- 


memorative exercises have been held, 
during which guest speakers custo- 
marily extoll the virtues of socialism 
and condemn capitalism. 


THAT ALONE, would be enough to 


keep alive the spirit of "revolution." 
Now, however, the university intends 
to build a new gymnasium near the 
site. It says the facility will intrude 
only minimally on the area where the 
four young people were martyred. 
The students believe will obliterat 
and desecrate the site and have vow- 
ed to put their bodies on the line to 
prevent it. 


A student group called the May 4 


Coalition has scheduled a national ral- 
ly on the campus 'on June 4, to be 
attended by such well-known people 
as anti-Vietnam war activist William 


Kunstler and black activists Dick 
Gregory and Stokely Carmichael, who 
will offer words of encouragement. 


All three spoke at this year's May 4 


exercises, which culminated in an 
eight-hour student takeover of one of 
the university's buildings and later 
the erection of a tent city on the pro- 
posed building site. 


KSU PRESIDENT Glenn A. Olds 


has warned the students residing in 
"Tentropolis" that he will have them 
physically removed if they attempt to 
stop construction of the gym. "We 
shall not be moved," the students 
have replied, saying that they will 
stay to face the bulldozers and, if nec- 
essary, arrest. 


Fortunately, the students have also 


vowed to keep their resistance peace- 
ful and passive. But if masses of 
people lie down in front of bulldozers 
and police are forced to drag them 
away by the hair, just how nonviolent 
will it be and how long will it stay 
that way? The 1970 protests also start- 
ed out peacefully, but built up into a 
chain of action and reaction whose 
consequences we all know so well. 


Seven years after May 4,1970, Kent 


State .University continues to be a 
very troubled place where everything 
is remembered but little, apparently, 
has been learned.

New car sales up 
third month in row 


Buoyed by record sales of tin largest and smallest models, do- 


mestic and foreign automakers reported Friday that Americans 
bought 1,052,393 cars In May — the third straight month new car 
sales have been above the one million mark. Imported models, 
gaining even more strength for the,ir fuel-efficient models follow' 
Ing President Carter's late-April energy message, accounted for 
20.8 per cent of the total market and set a record for any month in 
history with 219,000 sales'. It was the third straight month of record 
Import sales, topping April's record 208,000 deliveries. Imports 
were up 72 per cent from a year ago to push the foreign automa- 
kers above their normal 15 to 16 per cent share of the U.S. auto 
market. The four U.S. companies reported-a 5 per cent jump over 
last May to put last month In the record books as the third best 
ever. Big cars paced the sales by the American automakers with 
small car specialist American Motors falling nearly 22 per cent 
below last May. With Its Buick, Oldsmobile and Cadillac divisions 
setting monthly sales marks, General Motors sold 479,949,cars in 
May, a 9 per cent gain over last year. Ford sales were up nearly 6 
per cent and Chrysler reported a 5 per cent drop. 


Alaska fighting pipeline builders 


Lawyers for the state of Alaska say If the price of shipping oil 


through the Alaskan pipeline is $6.04 a barrel, Atlantic Richfield 
Co. would get a 100 per cent return on dts investment. If the 
Interstate Commerce Commission approves that fee, the lawyers 
said, other oil companies will be able in effect to charge twice for 
the Interest being paid on money they borrowed to finance 85 per 
cent of the pipeline's cost. The state's opposition to the fee reflects 
a sharp battle between Alaska and the builders of the pipeline over 
how to split the expected riches when the oil starts flowing this 
summer. Alaskan oU will sell in the lower 48 states at a price set 
by the Federal Energy Administration. The state will get a 12.5 
per cent royally from the wellhead price, determined by deducting 
transportation fees from the'FEA price. The higher the trans- 
portation charges, the lower the royalty the state collects on each 
barrel. Lawyers for the state also said they expect to question 
arrangements for a billion-dollar salvage fund for removing the 
pipeline when north slope oil runs out. They questioned the appar- 
ent 25-year lifetime for the pipeline used by Arco in proposing the 
$6 04-per-barrel transportation fee, saying they believe Alaskan oil 
will flow longer and suggesting the fee would be tower if the 
estimated lifetime were longer. Pipeline costs are now expected to 
run |9 billion — 10 times the original estimate in 1970 — with $7 7 
billion paying actual construction costs and $13 billion represent- 
ing Interest on money borrowed to finance it.

Strike deadline set against CM 


The United Auto Workers Union Friday set a third strike dead- 


line against a major U.S. auto company as it tries to wind up local 
contract talks that began last summer. The three strike deadlines 
could put 12,200 workers out on strike by the end of next week if 
local agreements are not reached and could have a rippling effect 
on other plants as the parts pipeline dries up. UAW Local 909, with 
3,600 workers at General Motors' Chevrolet manufacturing plant In 
Warren, Mich, set a 6 p.m. Tuesday deadline for settlement of 
terms of a new local agreement. It would cover noneconomlc 
items and in-plant working conditions not covered by the national 
contract agreement reached last fall. 


Exchanges begin 'put' trading 


Five securities exchanges Friday began trading in put options, 


counterparts of the popular call options. The Chicago Board Op- 
tions Exchange, the American, Philadelphia, Midwest and Pacific 
stock exchanges started trading in puts in 24 underlying stocks in 
an atmosphere of excitement they hope will catch on with in- 
vestors and add commission revenues for brokerage firms. 


Put options give holders the right to sell stock at a pre- 


determined price within a specific period of time. Listed call op- 
tions, Introduced in 1973, give holders the right to buy stock. 


Chrysler recalls truck chassis 


Chrysler Corp. said Friday It has begun recalling 12,080 motor 


homes built on the 1976 and 1977-model Dodge truck chassis be- 
cause of a brake problem that could cause the front wheels to 
lock. The automaker said it already has reports of 16 wheel lock- 
ups, but non resulted in accidents or injuries. The M-3 and M-4 
Dodge truck chassis were built between March 1976 and Septem- 
ber 1976 and were sold to outside manufacturers for the In- 
stallation of the motor home shell.

Germans, French, Italians and Dutch 
last December found 79 per cent in 
favor of free enterprise.

The United States, writes manage- 


ment expert Peter F. Drucker, is the 
first truly socialist country. 


That's because employes of Ameri- 


can business, through their pension 
funds, own at least 25 per cent of its 
equity capital, that is, the outstanding 
shares. This amount of equity, under 
regulations of the government, is nor- 
mally more than enough for control. 
The pension funds of the self-em- 
ployed, of public employees, and of 
school and college teachers own at 
least another 10 per cent. So the work- 
ers of America altogether own more 
than one-third of the common shares 
of stock issued by U.S. corporations. 


So, says Prof. Drucker, the U.S. has 


shifted to "pension fund socialism." It 
has passed through a revolution, and 
no one noticed. 


Drucker also points out that the 


largest employee pension funds, those 
of the 1,000 to 1,300 biggest companies 
plus the 35 industrywide funds (such 
as those of the college teachers and 
Teamsters Union) already own at 
least one-third of the equity in nearly 
all of the 1,000 largest industrial cor- 
porations in America. This is techni- 
cally enough to "control" these firms. 


However, in neither the U.S. nor the 


Soviet bloc do the workers actually 
control industrial enterprises. In the 
Communist countries, power is ex- 
ercised by the government, the top 
layer of the party, and corporate ex- 
ecutives. In the U.S., corporate own- 
. ers — including the pension funds — 
generally have little say in manage- 
ment. Management usually is self-per- 
petuating, choosing its own succes- 
sors, and nearly independent of own- 
ers, except in times of crisis.

Even democratic socialism 
has 


shown some political weakness in the 
last year or so. Social democratic par- 
ties in West Germany, Sweden, Fin- 
land and Denmark have suffered at 
the polls. The Labor Party hangs on 
only by a thread in Great Britain. 


IN THE WEST, economists, many 


businessmen, some government lead- 
ers,and other thinkers increasingly 
believe that conscious efforts must be 
made to reshape the free enterprise 
system. They are searching for prag- 
matic ways, for instance, to give em- 
ployes and the community more in- 
fluence in the corporation. 


Already there have been, some 


changes in the system that relatively 
few people are fully aware of. Capital- 
Ism today is not the same as it was 
when Adam Smith wrote "The Wealth 
of Nations" a little over 200 years 
ago, or even what it was a decade 
ago. 


Today businessmen don't ususally 


sound so fearful for the system as 
they did a year or so ago. Many are 
busy defending the system more bol- 
dly. Nonetheless, if capitalism is not 
in a crisis, as Harrington claims, it 
certainly faces serious challenges. It 
probably has a future. But the capital- 
ism of tomorrow will be a mutation of 
the version known today — dramati- 
cally different but recognizable. 


Market recovers 


i 


with a solid gain 


by FRANK W. SLUSSER 


UPI Business Writer 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The stock 


..market rebounded this week from a 
16-month low with a solid post-holiday 
gain. Favorable economic reports and 
signs inflation was abating helped in- 
vestor sentiment. ' 


The Dow Jones industrial average, 


which plunged 31.63 points last week 
in its second worst loss of the year, 
rebounded to gain 13.40 points to 
912 23. Much of it came in a 9.08-point 
jump Friday. 


Tuesday's close '(the market was 


closed Monday for the Memorial Day 
holiday) of 898.66 was the Dow's low- 
est finish since 890 82 on Jan. 6, 1976. 
It had lost 43.25 points in a two-week 
period since May 18. That left many 
issues at attractive prices 


THE DOW AND other averages 


were helped Friday by a published re- 
port that Morgan Stanley & Co., a ma- 
jor Wall Street brokerage, had recom- 
mended an investment strategy of 
long-neglected and selected growth 
stocks, 


The NYSE common stock index rose 


0.68 to 53.36 and Standard & Poor's 
500-stock index, containing some over- 
the-counter issues, climbed 1.42 to 
,97.69. Advances topped declines, 1,079 
to 685, among the 2,074 issues crossing 
the composite tape. 


Big Board volume during the four- 


day week totaled 75,072,640 shares, 
compared with 93,415,170 last week 
and 64,851,520 during the same week a 
year ago. 


Composite volume of NYSE issues 


traded on all exchanges and over the 
counter totaled 88,073,930 shares, com- 
pared with 109,605,890 last week. 


Analysts were impressed by the fact 


the market did not collapse in a sell- 
ing rout after the Dow crossed below 
the 800 level. It rallied Friday in reac- 
tion to bright inflation and employ- 
ment news. 


The May Wholesale Price Index 


rose only 0.4 per cent, the smallest 
rise in nine months. It had risen at a 
13.4 per cent rate the two previous 
months. Also, unemployment dipped 
to 6.9 per cent from 7 per cent.a 30- 
month low. 


EARLIER IN THE week, the gov- 


ernment reported its April index of 
leading indicators rose 0.5 per cent 
following 1.9 and 0.8 hikes the two 
previous months. Those figures could 
indicate the economy might slow 
down in the second half of the year. 
But economists thought the outlook 
was bright. 


Observers were encouraged con- 


struction spending rose 2.S per cent 


No one was alarmed that April facto-- 
ry orders dipped 0.1 per cent or ship- 
ments skidded 1.4 per cent. Durable 
goods orders were off 0.8 per cent. 


Meanwhile, T. Bertram Lance, 


President'Carter's budget chief, criti- 
cized the Federal Reserve Board for 
tightening credit and blasted banks 
for raising their prime lending rate a 
half point to 6% per cent over the past 
three weeks. 


The Wall Street Journal, in an edito- 


rial Friday, noted the nation's money 
supply had grown at a 21.6 per cent 
rate in April and asked: "What does 
Mr. Lance want, 40 per cent?"

Since the bonds are not registered, 
how can I find out if the bonds are 
worth anything or what it happening 
to them?— M.H. 


Bonds, whether debenture or se- 


cured types, may to called for re- 
demption by the issuing company 
through the bank trustee on either of 
two systems. The usual system is for 
bonds to be called for redemption af- 
ter five or ten years at a premium 
price. The other system calls bonds 
for redemption on a random basis, of- 
ten without a premium after so many 
years You should study the call condi- 
tions on the back of the certificate. If 
you cannot decipher the small print, 
ask your broker for help. But, bonds 
are called only at the option of the 
issuer when conditions permit. Lately, 
companies have been redeem tag 
bonds early because interest rates are 
relatively low. With long-term interest 
rates moving up again, the possibility 
ot early calls wil diminish. While you

may wish to understand the conditions 
under which your bonds might to 
called, you ordinarily have -little 
choice. As tot the bankrupt railroad 
bonds,you might write to Consolidated 
Rail Corporation at 1818 Market 
Street, Philadelphia Pennsylvania 
19103 and ask for whatever informa- 
tion may be available. Otherwise, you 
must watch for public notices affect- 
ing your unregistered1 coupon bonds 
because the bank trustee for the is- 
suing company will not have your 
name as owner on record. 


I bought 200 shares la a big oil com- 


pany seven yean ago at $27/sh*re. I 
recently sold at $28/sbara. The stock 
paid a good dividend .during all those 
yean. But, I wonder how a company 
can control the price of Its stock. The 
itock has been on the most active list 
more than half of the time. How come 
the price stays 10 nearly the same 
with 10 much activity? — R.T. 


Companies cannot and do not con- 


trol the price of their stock. A buyer 
and seller are involved in every trans- 
action, and the price moves up, down, 
or stays the same in response to de- 
mand and supply. Oil stocks have 
been subject to many influences — 
world-wide escalation of oil prices, 
government interference, 
Inflation, 


and energy constraints. Some com- 
panies might influence the price of 
their stock by entering the market 
and buying shares for their own trea- 
sury when prices are low; they invest 
In their own company. Other prices 
may be affected by takeover at- 
tempts or tender offers by outsides. 
Generally, however, the price of a 
stock fluctuates according to how in- 
vestors, including individuals and in- 
stitutions, perceive the current yield 
and future prospects.

prices were disclosed this week to 
have dropped in May for the first 
time in six months.

The new unemployment level is 


a 30-month tow and 4s 2.1 per- 
centage points below the peak of 
May, 1975. The drop in food prices 
caused the- May wholesale price 
index to rise only a moderate 0.4 
per cent. The food price drop was 
the more gratifying because farm 
prices had risen 2 per cent in the 
30 days ended May 15, bringing 
food prices in New York City to 
the highest level since record 
keeping started. 


Two big companies reported 


sharp reverses. Second quarter 
profits of Massey-Ferguson, the 
Global producer of farm machin- 
ery and diesei engines, tumbled 95 
per cent from $2.18 a share a year 
earlier although sales dropped 
only 7.4 per cent. The company 
blamed the reverses 'mainly on 
strikes in its British and French 
plants. The profit was not enough 
to cover preferred dividends. 


COOK INDUSTRIES, INC., of 


Memphis, a firm that figured 
largely in recent years in the ra- 
pid expansion of overseas grain, 
cotton and soybean trading, re- 
ported it would have a loss of $60 
million for its final quarter on top 
of a nine-months loss of $27 mil- 
lion. The company said the loss 
was caused by commodity trading 


operations that were "not con- 
sistent with company policy." 


Meanwhile, the federal govern- 


ment and grain trading circles an- 
nounced two American study 
teams are being sent to Russia to 
make first estimates of the Soviet 
Union's possible requirements of 
American food and livestock feed 
grains in toe coming season. 


Capital spending of the 1,000 


largest U.S. corporations was dis- 
closed to have dropped 3 per cent 
in the first quarter from the last 
quarter of 1976. It still was almost 
30 per cent above a year ago, 
though.

called double taxation because divi- 
dends are paid from corporate profits 
that have already been taxed; when 
the stockholder then has to pay taxes 
on his dividends, Uncle Sam takes a 
second bite from the same piece of 
pie. Not only is this inequitable, but It 
produces two ongoing ill effects: it 
discourages the buying of dividend- 
paying stocks and It encourages cor- 
porations to issue bonds instead. (In- 
terest on bonds b deductible; divi- 
dends on stocks are not.) 


Elimination of double taxation 


would make stock ownership a better 
deal for the average American and 
would stimulate the market — espe- 
cially for those stocks, such as utili- 
ties, that traditionally pay high divi- 
dends. Two cautions: 


• If passage of this legislation be- 


comes likely, the market probably 
will advance before the bill ever gets 
to the White House; those who wait 
for the formal signing may miss 


much of the move. 


• Carter could negate many of the 


b e n e f i c i a l effecta of eliminating 
double taxation of'dividends if he si- 
multaneously pushes ahead with his 
plan to stiffen the capital gains tax.

"I saved a few bucks and I started 


to trade. I made a few thousand, but 
then pfshew - It fell and I was In 
what they call* debit." 


MEMBERS MUST deposit money to 


trade. If they lose more money than is 
deposited, they are in a debit. They 
must pay that debit within a day. 


Traders lose money when they buy 


a commodity for one price, but are 
forced to sell it for a lower price, The 
price for hogs, cattle and all the com- 
modities can fluctuate drastically dur- 
ing the four hours the exchange is 
open for trading. 


"I didn't have the money to pay the 


debit," Sandner said. His lawyer 
friend rescued him with a loan, how- 
ever. 


Sandner now has little time left for 


his law practice. He arrives in his of- 
fice above the exchange and Union 
Station before 8 a.m. 


Before trading begins, he studies 


data from the mercantile exchange 
and other .Chicago exchanges. The 
price of soybeans, traded at the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, can affect the 
price of hogs and bacon at the mer- 
cantile exchange, because it is used 
as feed, Sandner explained. 


Alter consulting with others in his 
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firm, he heads down to the trading 
floor. In his pockets are slips of pa- 
per, telling him which clients want to 
buy how many carloads of cattle, 
which want to sell how many carloads 


HIS CLIENT may be a farmer, who 


wants to sell some hogs, or an in- 
dustry which wants to buy some. It is 
Sandner's job to buy and sell at the 
price they give him. 


The typical exchange process be- 


gins when a farmer tells his represen- 
tative firm he will have a number of 
carloads of hogs ready to deliver in 
July. 


He may choose to sell them 'in May, 


two months before delivery, if the 
price of hogs is good then and he does 
not want to take a chance on-July 
prices. That is called futures trading. 
If he sold his hogs in July, he would 
sell on the cash market. Most hog and 
cattle producers choose futures trad- 
ing over the cash market. 


The farmer's trading representative 


order in band, will sell a contract for 
the nogs on the trading floor. Possibly 
a person who has no Interest in the 
hogs will buy it. 


Called speculators and scalpers, 


these peoples' only interest is In buy- 
ing the hogs and selling them for a 
profit. More often than not they lose 
money, Sandner said. 


"How many winners do you know of 


in Las Vegas? At Arlington Park? 
Why do they go there?" he shrugged. 


AFTER THE HOG contract changes 


hands numerous times, it eventually 


will end up^in the pocket of an in- 
dustry which deals with pork prod- 
ucts.

The farmer delivers his hogs to 


whomever holds the: contract in hand 
in July, but he is paid the price of the 
first contract sold. 


Sandner Thursday! spent the day 


trading for himself.— scalping. He 
watched the electronic boards on the 
walls of the exchange,'jumping in and 
out of the trading circles as the buy- 
ing price? fluctuated.; 


When he wanted to buy, he thrust 


his hands in the air; and yelled in a 
manner which told the seller exactly 
how much he wanted and at what 
price. 


With-computer-like' speed, Sandner 


sorted 
out the numbers, 
tossed 


through the air in confusing patterns: 
One minute he had lost $400, the next 
minute he bounced back with a $900 
profit. .

Help ahead in youth sports? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Too many youngsters are becoming 


sports "dropouts" for the rest of their lives because of pressures 
from over-demanding parents and wln-at-any-cost coaches, accord- 
Ing to officials of the National Assoc. for Sport and Physical Edu- 
cation. 


Accordingly, an unprecedented primer is currently nearlng the 


publishing stage for the parents, coaches and supervisors of an 
estimated 20 million American children involved in organized 
sports leagues. 


Scheduled for publication this month, the comprehensive manual 


— first of its kind — is being written by a collection of some of the 
top sports educators and child development experts in the United 
States. 


THE BASIC approach will be how should you treat kids from 


age ,6 to IS if you're a parent or a volunteer coach at little league 
levels In sports ranging from swimming and bowling to baseball, 
basketball, football and hockey. 


A tint printing of 15,000 copies will be distributed to youth sports 


organizations throughout the country, including the AAU's Junior 
Olympics program, the Little and Pony Leagues, the Pop Warner 
Football league and authorities involved in soccer, wrestling, hock- 
ey and bowling. 


It will exphasize a Bill of Rights for children in such programs, 


including the "right to play as a child and not as an adult" and 
"the right to have all childrens' dignity respected." 


GORDON JEPPSON, the association's program administrator in 


charge of the project, commented in an Interview: "Too often, a 
child is shunted aside and not given a chance to participate or is 
pushed too hard by his parents. He winds up dropping out of the 
sport and becomes a spectator for the rest of his life." 


The chapter headings of the book bear out a more easy-going 


approach to children's organized sports. The one by Linda Bunker 
of the University of Virginia is "Getting Them Up but Not Up 
Tight." 


Walter Cooper of the University of Southern Mississippi is-writ- 


ing on "Winning Isn't Everything." 


BETTER precautions against injuries through first aid training 


of coaches and more thoroughgoing physical examinations will be 
stressed. Problems stemming from adverse weather conditions 
such as heat and extreme cold will be examined. 


The manual will recommend preseason orientation sessions be- 


tween coaches and parents In an effort to hlep the adults under- 
stand the capabilities and limitations of the children and the "in- 
fluence of adult behavior on children's behavior."

Hybrid develops 'Jaws' 


URBANA, III. - When Dr. William 


Child*™ says Us new hybrid ban la a 
"hard-kttlng" fish, be doesn't Just 
mean they atrlke bard at a lure. 


They also bite people. And dogs. 
Childers calls them "mean- 


mouths." 


Chdlders and Paul Beaty, a gradu- 


ate student using the project for a 
doctoral dissertation, developed the 
fish by artificially crossing large- 
mouth bass with smallmouth bass. 


THE GOAL WAS to find out wheth- 


er the new fish might be a valuable 
addition to farm ponds and lakes. 
Early results are promising, Childers 
said. 


The fish grow faster than either 


largemouths or smaUmouths. They 
reach sexual maturity at one year, 
rather than the two yean their par- 
ents need in central Illinois. And they 
are "a hard-biting fish," Childers 


said. 


"Fishermen who've caught them go 


out of their way to remark bow well 
they fight," he said. 


Unfortunately, "they behave differ- 


ently than either parent species in 
er ways, too. They show little fear of 
man or other predators. 
> 


"I REALIZE that newspaper re- 


porters have to play up the spectacu- 
lar," Childers said wistfully. "But I 
hate to see my research and Paul's 
come down to the fact that these fish 
sometimes bit people. 


"But they do. We've had some prob- 


lems with them in the pond." 


He reluctantly cited the case of a 


woman who was attacked while swim- 
ming In the "mean-mouth" storage 
pond. The fish actually jumped out of 
tho water to strike her. Since other 
swimmers were only nipped, he said 
the Bah may have been excited by the 


bright colors of the woman's swim- 
ming suit. 


Childers' dog also got into a scrap 


with the fish. After the fish swam 
around the edge of the pond, following 
her, On dog leaped into the edge of 
the water. The fish leaped out of .the 
water, nipping at her. They dodged 
the dog's return bites.

ANGLERS excited by the prospect 


of a fish that will practically jump 
into the boat — and swimmers fearing 
a email-scale "Jaws" in their local 
pond — will have to wait a while. 


Childers says he and Beaty are not 


about to turn the fish loose until they 
are sure they will not interbreed with 
largemouths and smaUmouths, per- 
manently altering the characteristics 
of those species. That testing period 
will take at least three years. 


The long Memorial Day weekend

rings the dinner bell for hungry 
thieves who are creating a multi-mil- 
lion dollar black market boat-stealing 
business that competes with CB ra- 
dios and stereo tape decks among the 
most popular contraband. 


And it's not just the easily-swiped 


accessories like marine- band radios, 
compasses or life jackets that are at- 
tracting the light fingers. 


THERE ARE pirates so efficient in 


their, work that outboard motors 
weighting 250 pounds can be lifted as 
effortlessly as an empty wallet. Com- 
pletely equipped cruisers can be sto- 
len, stripped and swamped in min- 
utes. 


Over $61 million in boats alone — 


excluding equipment and accessories 
— were reportedly stolen in 1975. The 
statistic, a startling one indeed, is the 
first of its kind, according to Richard 
K. Macomber who made the com- 
pilation to persuade the boattnglnsur- 
ance industry to create a National 
Marine Theft Bureau. 


For its stature, the boating industry 


is seemingly ignored by policing 
groups. The Coast Guard can't be ex- 
pected to search for lost or stolen 
boats. It would need a submarine and 
a 29-hour day. 


The Coast Guard sometimes hands 


its information to the FBI for a com- 
puter check, but even a responsive 
chord does not mean action. 


THE LACK OF regulation or law 


enforcement has made piracy a lucr- 
ative enterprise. At the same time 
boat owners are paying whopping in- 
surance premiums to cover the cost of 
ever Increasing victims. 


A watchdog boating group, similar 


to the National Auto Theft Bureau, 
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'could implement a recovery program 
and crack down on thieves, raising 
the pleasure boat stealing problem 
from its low priority status. 


Accordingto Macomber, the state 


police and local agencies are equally 
as unequipped to search for lost or 
stolen boats as is the Coast Guard. 


The almost perfect crime is broken 


down into an estimated four thefts of 
outboard motors and equipment for 
every theft of a boat. 


IF MACOMBER'S proposal of a Na- 


tional Marine Theft Bureau becomes 
reality, the boat owner would benefit, 


not only from a lesser number of 
thefts but also from resultant lower 
insurance premiums. 


There are ways for the pleasure 


boat owner to improve his chances of 
recovery in the event his boat is sto- 
len. 


Take close up photos of the boat and 


put some kind of hidden identification 
mark — not obvious to the person 
stealing the boat. This will give the 
rightful owner an edge on the thief if 
the stolen boat is found. 


Most boat builders only put the hull 


identification number on the transom 
as required by law. Other builders put 
it in three or four other places and in 
some cases paint over It. 


Even with all tile precautionary 


measures, one marine police official 
admitted, "If you felt your boat was 
stolen, it's almost better to report it 
as missing with people aboard. The 
feds would be able to look for it 
then."

Striped boss released in 
Rend, Springfield waters 


The striped bass, a salt-water fish 


which has been known to thrive in 
fresh water, will be stocked in two 
lakes this summer by the Illinois 
Dept. of Conservation. 


Michael Conlon, director of the de- 


partment's Division of Fisheries, said 
the first fish will be put into Lake 
Springfield and Rend Lake this 
month. But he said most of the stock- 
ing would be done in August. 


The striped bass grow to about 25 


pounds in fresh water, department ex- 
perts said. 


STATE CONSERVATION Director 


David Kenney said the striped bass, 
or rock fish, already has been stocked 
in Crab Orchard Lake as part of a 
department-financed study being con- 
ducted by Southern Illinois University 
at Carbondale. 


"What we're interested in is re- 


search aimed at two things," Kenney 
saW of the study. "One is learning 
how to grow them and raise them suc- 
cessfully from an egg. And two is 


learning their Impact on the waters in 
which they are put." 


After several of the fish, which 


spawn in fresh water, were trapped 
inland by a reservoir in South Caro- 
lina, he said, it was learned that the 
fish thrives in fresh water as well as 
the ocean. 


"If the state is able to build its new 


fish hatchery in the next few years, 
we'll be able to go into production and 
stock them widely," Kenney said. 


THAT FISH hatchery, proposed fo» 


Sand Ridge State Forest near Peoria, 
is a $16 million project which would 
allow the state to produce 48 million 
fish of various species each year for 
use in stocking Illinois waterways. 


Striped bass placed in Rend Lake, 


near Benton, and Lake Springfield, 
are expected to feed on the shad as 
other large fish do. 


Conlon said it will take about two 


years for the fish to grow enough to 
be worth catching and noted it will 
take about five years for them to 
reach their full weight of about 25 
pounds.

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Buying own backyard pool 


may prove a costly plunge 


by VALERIE BERG 


Maybe the temperature is in the 90s 


and the kids are driving you crazy 
with cries of "There's nothing to do, 
Mora!" Or maybe, as you sit in your 
hot car stalled in rush-hour traffic, 
your thoughts wander to the seashore 
or a tropical beach. 


In either case, the idea of having a 


swimming hole of your own can be- 
come very appealing. A backyard 
swimming pool can provide entertain- 
ment for the youngsters and relaxa- 
tion for hot and weary travelers. But 
before you dive blindly into this in- 
vestment, think about it carefully — 
or you could find yourself sinking in 
debt. 


"The first thing to beware of is bait 


and switch," advises Ron Atlas, own- 
er of Paragon Pools in Wheeling. For 
instance, he says, some unscrupulous 
companies have been known to'adver- 
tise low prices for pools they do not 
intend to sell, or they do not include 
the costs of necessities such as filters 


or ladders. "The prices seen in the 
newspaper ads may not be the price 
of the pool," he said. 


BASICALLY, pools come in two 


varieties: the above ground and in- 
ground. Both have their advantages 
and disadvantages. 


Above ground pools cost less than 


in-ground types and do not increase 
property taxes, Atlas says. The sizes 
and shapes of the pools influence 
prices, which range from $500 to 
$5,000. A round pool may cost up to 30 
Der cent less than an oval pool of the 
same water surface area, Atlas says, 
because of the difference in costs of 
their supports. 


Before buying an 
above-ground 


pool, check out the service and repair 
departments of the store to make sure 
you will be able to obtain necessary 
repair parts. If you buy what is 
known in the business as a "bastard" 
pool — an off brand or import — 
parts might not be available, Atlas 
says. 


Househunting questions outlined by HUD 


Asking the right questions can be 


the key to getting a good deal when 
buying a house. The Department of 
Housing and Urban Development in 
its free booklet "Wise Home Buying," 
has these suggestions: 


When you think you've found the 


right home, check it carefully. If you 
have any doubts about the house's 
soundness, find a reputable inspection 
firm to examine the house and give 
you a detailed report. The inspection 
will cost $50 to $100 but may be well 
worth the money. 


Termites, plumbing, heating or wir- 


ing may be a problem in an older 


house and the ower may let you hire 
an expert to determine the extent of 
damage. 


ASK IF THE ATTIC and the space 


between the interior and exterior 
walls have been filled with insulation 
and ask how much insulation was In- 
stalled. Find out what kind of roofing 
material was used and how old it is. 
Check inside the attic for water stains 
and discolorations from leaks. A base- 
ment that looks dry in summer may 
be four inches under water in the 
spring — are there signs of water 
seepage around the foundation walls? 
Be sure all windows and doors are in 


good repair. 


If you desire a new home, don't let 


yourself be overwhelmed by a glitter- 
ing model. Pin down exactly what 
features are provided with your new 
house and which are extras on the 
model. 


Be Certain the contract is complete 


and that there is agreement on all de- 
tails of the transaction. Don't assume 
an item is included and later discover 
you've misunderstood. 


CHECK THE LOT site in advance 


of building. Is it the size and setting 
you want for your home? 


And don't be afraid to check con- 


struction progress regularly while the 
house is being built. The day before 
you take title, make a thorough in- 
spection. Check all equipment, win- 
dows and doors. This will be your last 
chance to request changes. 


When you take possession of the 


house, insist on obtaining the war- 
ranties from all manufacturers for 


household equipment, certificates of 
occupancy, and certificates from the 
health department clearing plumbing 
and sewer installations.

IF YOU DECIDE to take an even 


bigger plunge and invest in an in- 
ground pool, you'll be able to take 
your choice from several different 
types. The least expensive is the steel 
wall with a vinyl liner, which costs 
about $7,000 to $12,000. Pools with a 
concrete bottom and fiberglass walls 
are a step up in price, beginning at 
$10,000. Poured concrete pools and the 
top quality gunite pools start at 
around $15,000. All prices include a 
ladder and filter. 


Optional accessories such as under- 


water steps, slides, decks around the 
edge and heaters cost extra. Gas 
heaters can be installed only until 
Sept. 1 of this year, when the Illinois 
Commerce Commission 
prohibition 


against their installation will go into 
effect. After that date, only electric, 
oil or solar heaters ("the coming 
thing for heating swimming pools," 
says Atlas) will be allowed. 


BUT THE PRICE of the pool and 


its accessories is not the only expense 
you will have to consider when buying 
a pool. For starters! an in-ground pool 
will increase your property value — 
and taxes. 


You will also need to post a fence. 


Village codes vary, but Atlas says all 
villages require a fence either around 
the pool or around the yard, a pur- 
chase that may cost as much as $4,000 
to $5,000. And after the yard has been 
dug to install the pool, it probably will 
need to be landscaped again. 


Also, villages generally require per- 


mits for both above-ground and in- 
ground pools. 
Persons who own 


above-ground pools often do not real- 
ize this, Atlas says. 


Fragrance a factor in plant choice 


Just because a plant has fragrant flowers is no 


compelling reason for using it In your landscape. 
More important than fragrance are other factors 
such as form, adaptability, height, spread, longevity, 
flower color, foliage and fruit. 


But you can find shrubs and trees with all the good 


qualities you are looking for that are fragrant, too. 


This plan uses, plants with good qualities and 


sweet-smelling flowers. 


First to bloom, even before its leaves have formed, 


la the Star Magnolia (Magnolia stellata), a relatively 
slow-growing shrub or small tree that reaches a 
height of around 20 feet. One of the most ornamental 
of all the magnolias, this variety has extremely fra- 
grant, large four-inch diameter white flowers.

IN EARLY MAY, about a month after the Star 


Magnolia has exchanged its flowers for a cover of 
leaves, the Bedbud Crab Apple (Malus zurai calo- 
carpa) first shows its pink buds. These open into 
large one-inch diameter flowers that fill the air with 
a sweet aroma. 


Also in erarly May, the Clove Currant (Ribes 


odor a turn) unfolds its reddish yellow blossoms that 
perfume the air. 


Koreanspice Viburnum (Viburnum carlsi) blooms 


in mid May. Its pink and white flowers, arranged in 
clusters, have a fragrance that is almost over- 
powering. This shrub grows to a height of about five 
feet. 


Blooming at about the same time as Koreanspice, 


Viburnum is the sweet-smelling Rose Daphne 
(Daphne cneorum), a tiny shrub with pink flowers in 
small clusters. It is used here as a border plant. 


LATE IN MAY THE Fragrant Snowball (Vibur- 


num carlcephalum) produces its fragrant snowballs. 
These five-inch diameter balls are composed of 
small white flowers. This viburnum, taller than its 
cousin, reaches a height of about nine feet. 


Many roses have little to recommend them so far 


as aroma is concerned. But here is a list of some 
that do. Chrysler Imperial, Etoile de Hollands, 
Crimson Glory, Hawaii, Kordes Perfecta, Mirandy, 
Suiters Gold and Tiffay. These fine, hybrid tea roses 
represent only a fraction of the huge number of rose 
varieties that are fragrant.

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First aid in the kitchen 
Aloe soothes burning situations 


When I spilled a boiling hot coffee 


on my hand recently, I saw a graphic 
example of the value of the Aloe, 
called the medicine or burn plant. 


Anyone who has ever been burned 


with scalding liquid knows the searing 
pain. I thought "This Is It. I won't be 
able to type my columns. I can't gar- 
den. I'm through." The thought of a 
third degree bum over my whole 
hand panicked me. 


I knew cold water wouldn't help at 


this point, and white debating * trip to 
the emergency room, I glanced at the 
aloe vera plant on my kitchen win- 
dowslll, 


I QUICKLY cut a piece of aloe leaf 


from my plant, sliced it through the 
middle and rubbed the interior flesh 
(like Vaseline only firmer) all over 
my hand. The pain eased Immediate- 
ly. Within five to ten minutes the pain 
was tolerable. I kept applying the 
gooey leaf again and again for about 
half an hour until the pain was next tt 
nothing. 


AMAZINGLY, I had no welta, bus-

ten or reddening the next day, only 
slight tenderness when pressure was 
applied to my hand. 


I have used the aloe vera plant on 


other people for first aid when they 
singed their forearms pulling a turkey 
out of the oven. But these cases really 
weren't all that severe. I've used it on 
sunburn and mosquito bites. I've used 
it to keep wrinkles away, but there 
are a lot of 37-year-old women without 
wrinkles, so what does that prove? 


I certainly wouldn't purposely muti- 


late my body just to conduct an ex- 
periment on the medicinal or purga- 
tive value of the aloe, but my burn 
experience really convinced me of its 
usefulness. 


EVERY TIME I visit the Florida 


Keys, I stop at the Aloe People - Key 
West Fragrance and Cosmetic Fac- 
tory — at Key Weat. They raise acres 
of aloe barbadensls (a vera) to use in 
their formulas for making suntan lo- 
tion, bum, eye, face cream, moisturi- 
zer, etc. 


The owner of the company told me 


he first became fascinated with the 
aloe' while vacationing in Florida one 
year. He slept hi the hot Florida sun 
most of an afternoon and was wa- 
kened by an old man, who took him to 
his house nearby and started applying 
aloe leaf to his badly burned body. 
The experience of avoiding a terrible 
sunburn, plus the fact that he was a 


perfume chemist by profession, drew < 
this sunbather into the aloe cosmetic 
business. 


YOU MIGHT FEEL a little silly 


rubbing leaves on your body, but if 
you ever are in a situation like his or 
mine, you'd do just about anything for 
relief. 


The plant is easily accessible in 


most garden centers, houseplant 
stores and nurseries, Aloe is a succu- 
lent plant, native chiefly to South Af- 
rica, with thick fleshy leaves that 
store large quantities of water. Grow- 
ing conditions are similar to cactus 
requirements — lots of sun and little 
water. The plants are potted in spring 
with pea gravel for drainage in the- 
base of the pot and a soil mix of two 
parts loam and one, part coarse sand, 
crushed brick and limestone with a 
little bone meal added. Overwatering, 
is the chief cause of failure. The 
plants prefer being potbound. 


It is quite practical to grow aloes in 


pots or tubs on terraces or patios for 
the summer. And the plants make 
great first aid kits.

The couple has converted a tradi- 


tional room with a brick fireplace and 
heavy curtains Into a contemporary 
one, with only a few deft touches. 


The 3-story, 10-room house which 


they can trace back to 1916 Is one 
they purchased two years ago, and 
gradually have redecorated, not only 
to meet their tastes, but also the time 
frame in which they had to do it. 
They wanted to use the rooms as 
quickly as possible, although they had 
to start from the beginning in each. 


THE HOUSE was well constructed 


and the two owners before them put 
quality details Into the building, Mrs. 
Schaffrath pointed out. "We'll prob- 
ably have to have the burgundy car- 
pet on the stairs to the second floor 
forever," she said. It's of such good 
quality she hasn't the heart to tear it 
up, she said. The same is true of the 
appliances in the kitchen and the 
wallpaper In the living room. 


"We figured that because It was 


good paper and there's not a mar on 


it, and because the former owner had 
painted over it, there was no reason 
for us to go to the bare walls," Mr. 
Schaffrath explained. "We decided to 
make it livable for us by painting 
over the paper again, thus saving 
both time and money." They painted 
the gray walls, which were bordered 
with brown, an undiluted dull white. 


On the woodwork they used a semi- 


gloss white to match the walls. 


"THE COORDINATING element in 


this room Is color rather than style," 
said Mrs. Schaffrath. "We've used 
rusts throughout the house and they 
follow from one room to another in 
varying shades and degrees." 


Some of the diverse elements In the 


living room include a comfortable 
striped sofa, bookcases lining one 
wall, and a parson's table placed be- 
hind the sofa for the storage of the 
stereo system. 


A traveling trunk Mrs. Schaffrath 


found in her grandparent's basement 
serves as a table on which plants and 
books are stored. "There are a num- 
ber of things from the various apart- 
ments I had with roommates before I 
was married," she said. These include 
a round table which is placed in front 
of the sofa and a number of pictures.

Landscaping a clue to home's quality 


How well is this house built? Is the 


traffic pattern good? What kind of 
neighborhood is this? 


These are kinds of questions that 


wise home-seekers traditionally ask 
when they ponder a new home. 


But very few people ask about land- 


scaping, and this is one question 
that's a sure tip-off to the quality of a 
particular home or community. 


"It's now how much a builder 


spends on landscaping, but how good 
a job he does and the care he takes to 
moke the best of the natural enviro- 
ment," says Dick Brickman, presi- 
dent of Theodore Brickman Co., Long 
Grove, landscape architects and con- 
tractors. 


Brickman works for many large 


community developers and builders in 
the Chicago area. On the basis of has 
experience, he advises consumers 
that the signs of a well-designed land- 
scape are these: 


• Preservation of existing vegeta- 


tion on the site, especially where 
large, mature trees exist. Many build- 
ers simply bulldoze these out of the 


way because it costs less to build on 
open ground than around trees. But a 
.builder interested in giving his homes 
added value will retain the trees. 


• Careful contouring of the land 


through the building of earth mounds 
called berms add visual interest, help 
direct water run-off, and create priva- 
cy around homes. 


"Particularly in the midwest where 


the land is flat, berms are useful in 
creating topographic variety," Brick- 
man said. 


• Attractive 
trees, 
ornamental 


shrubs, evergreens, and ground cover 
are planted around the production 
homes, not just the models. The more 
the homes cost, the more complete 
the landscaping should be and the 
larger the trees and shrubs should 
be. 


"As costs of homes have climbed, 


builders have trimmed landscaping 
budgets," Brickman notes. "In the 
lowest-priced developments, we're al- 
most back to seeded lawns and the 
single sapling. But above $60,000, buy- 
ers should insist on getting a more 
complete landscape package." 


• Plant materials are selected for 


easy care, so they won't quickly be- 
come overgrown or require a lot of 
maintenance to keep looking good. 
Plants should also complement the ar- 
chitecture of the homes, be suitable 
for the region and climate, and pre- 
sent an attractive appearance during 
all seasons. 


Brickman lays particular stress on 


ease of maintenance. This is most im- 
portant if you buy into a con- 
dominium-type development, where 
the maintenance is taken care of by 
an owners' association. "If land- 
scaping is not well planned with easy 
maintenance in mind, you may dis- 
cover that your assessments are 
raised to pay for extra landscape 
maintenance. The alternative is to let 
the landscaping look unkempt," he 
said. 


According to Brickman, if a builder 


invests money in good landscaping — 
which traditionally is the last area he 
spends money in — he's already done 
an excellent job of planning and build- 
ing the homes themselves. 


Among the new Items is a collection 


of large pillows in a handsome Ba- 
cuba print. "My aunt made them for 
us when we decided we didn't want to 
use the fabric for draperies. We love 
the pillows because they provide addi- 
tional seating when we have com- 
pany," she continued. 


GROUPS OF pictures have been 


mounted on one wall and the mirrored 
tiles which were around the fireplace 
in the room when they bought the 
house have a modern look with the 
current surroundings. 


"We've tried to make the room flex- 


ible," said Mr. Schaffrath. "That's 
why we bought bookcases made of 
fiberboard. Vie knew they were going 
to be painted to match the walls, so 
we didn't think we needed good wood, 
and we wanted to be able to move 
them from time to time." The fact 
that they have some fixed and some 
moveable shelves also makes storage 
of all of their large and small books 
possible. 


Not only do they tie things together 


with plants around the room, but a 
handsome Guatemalan rug with a 
Mayan design seems to bring every- 
thing in the room together.

This lovely and somewhat quaint 


home could stand alongside the au- 
thentic reproductions In Virginia with- 
out being out of place. Its Una, de- 
sign and materials are similar to 
those used in many houses built In the 
1700s. 


The breezeway type of structure 


was used In many homes to connect 
an out-building which might have 
been a storage shed, pantry, laundry 
or creamery. In this case, the out- 
building is a garage. 


Although brick made from the na- 


tive clay soil was used in many of the 
homes, stone was used as well. Here 
stone surrounds part of the first floor 
and is part of the chimney. Narrow 
horizontal siding is used on the re- 
mainder of the exterior. 


THE SECOND FLOOR overhangs 


the first In the front, and decorative 


"drops" are found underneath. Lou- 
vered shutters were a must in the old 
days to keep out cold weather and 
storms. Here, we have used them'for 
•decoration. The cupola boasts a 
weather vane. 


Under the weather-protective front 


porch, the main entrance opens to the 
typical front foyer. The colonial look 
has been maintained indoors, but that 
Is where the relationship to those ear- 
lier days ends. The temperature no 
longer is the same indoors as out be- 
cause a central heating and cooling 
system is at work in the basement. 


In those days, a kitchen in the main 


house of a fine home was unthinkable 
because huge fires were necessary 
but dangerous as well. Even as an 
out-building, the kitchen of 200 years 
ago would not have resembled this 
modern ami efficient room. 


Advice on smoke detectors offered 


Recently public service advertise- 


ments and commercials have urged 
homeowners to install smoke detec- 
tors, and many Insurance companies 
are now giving discounts on home- 
owner's policies if such a device is 
Installed. 


The two types of detectors on the 


market use different sensors to detect 
the smoke. Photoelectric types use a 
light bulb and a photoelectric cell. 
The smoke cuts the amount of light 
reaching the cell and the alarm 
sounds. 


The ionlzatlon chamber type used a 


small radiation source that produces 
electrically charged air molecules 
called ions which allow an electric 
flow In the chamber. Smoke particles 
attach themselves to the ions hitting 
the electric flow, sounding the alarm 
sounds.

of smoke detectors and where they 
should be installed, the National Bu- 
reau of Standards has compiled a new 
booklet, "Smoke Detectors." For a

Building costs key to best buys 


Because of the rising construction 


costs, some of the best buys in today's 
housing markets may be new con- 
dominiums In developments which 
have a large percentage of homes oc- 
cupied, says one expert. 


"The price per square foot of a con- 


dominium constructed two, three or 
even four years ago is much lower 


than a comparable unit built today," 
said William S. Kaplan, president of 
Condel Realty Co., Inc. 


- "The cost of building a home in the 
Chicago area rose 9.6 per cent during 
1976, exactly double the 4.8 per cent 
national figure recorded in the Con- 
sumer Price Index. It appears that

Tax credit 
Storm window overload? 


A tax credit for consumers who install storm windows is part of 


President Carter's energy saving proposal. If Congress approves 
It, could the storm window industry keep up with the likely sales 
boom? And what about prices, not to mention quality? 


Only about 23 million of the nation's 75 million year-round single 


family homes have storm windows on every window, says the 
Census Bureau. 


The Aluminum Association says the industry currently is not 


operating at capacity. Sales declined from 1973 to 1975, but rose 
again somewhat last year. Part of that could have been caused by 
the recession. Another factor may have been home owners waiting 
to see if Congress would give them a tax credit, something that 
has been proposed before but dropped in final congressional horse 
trading. 


Another factor involves the recycled aluminum business that is 


not operating at capacity. Recycled aluminum, old beer cans and 
the like, are used for storm windows and doors.

Accommodate your guests in comfort 


Storage is often a source of com- 


plaint when homemakers are trying to 
Mt up a gracious spot for overnight 
guests. Where does one stash the bed- 
ding? How can guests' clothing be ac- 
commodated U UM guest Is camping 
out in toe living room? 


Designer Elroy Edscn, ASIB, 


faced some of these questions when 
be developed the guest-living room 
shown today. Edton Is vice president 
of Interior design for Sellg, and clients 
are constantly asking his room-plan- 
ning advice. 


Hera are a few suggestions from 


this expert: 


First, decide what kind of bed you 


want to make up for guests. If you 
can willingly pass up the traditional 
approach — bottom sheet, top sheet, 
blanket, bedspread, all neatly tucked 
in place — why not create a bedroll? 
This would Include the same in- 
gredients, but in a free form. 


FOR EXAMPLE, the clean bottom 


sheet, top sheet and blankets vsouM be 
pieced on a flat surface, folded in 
half, then rolled into a sausage-shaped 


pack. The pillow might also be tucked 
within. This pack might be stored in a 
hollow ottoman or on a shelf in a 
closet (A plastic covering, such as a 
large garbage bag, could keep every- 
thing pristine pure ) 


Another suggestion, is to make up 


the sleep sofa or daybed using decora- 
tive fitted sheets as a cap for the 
linens. Let the decorative sheet be the 
"coverlet" during the day, merely flip 
It off to expost the blankets and sheets 
at bedtime In this case, a pillow 
might be plastic-bagged and tucked 
into a chest or cupboard.

Blocked arteries 
hinder sex life

the arteries that couW not be operated upon. They say he has 
several places that have blockage. 1 don't understand It, but he 
was In the hospital and they pot dye hi his arteries. They tent him 
home and there was nothing they could do. 


What has all this got to do with sexT Why can't he do KT It Just 


won't work. He tries. 1 toU him maybe he could get some pills to 
get u erection. 


1 have heard of men who have sex a lot longer than 65. Don't 


laugh it me as It's not tunny. 


No one la laughing because you are describing one of the specific 


causes for impotence. The dye Injected into your husband's ar- 
teries enabled the doctors to see the nature of the main arteries to 
his legs. If there were just one area of blockage, they could have 
put in a graft to detour blood around the blockage. With lots of 
blockage it Is not possible. You can't increase circulation to the 
foot by a bypass in the groin if the arteries in the foot Itself are 
blocked. 


The arteries to the penis come from these same arteries in the 


legs. The obstruction may Involve these smaller arteries and pre- 
vent an Increase of blood flow to the penis to enable an erection. It 
is like blowing up a balloon. If you don't have any air to blow in, it 
won't expand. The penis expands because of an increase of blood 
flow and If that can't happen there won't be any erection. 


There has been a minimum amount of work done using micro- 


surgery to open up these smaller vessels and restore circulation 
and potency. Mora recently Dr. Harry LeVeen of Brooklyn, N.Y.,, 
has used an arterial graft (Inferior eplgastlc artery) to bypass the 
blockage to the penis and restore circulation. He claims to have 
had good success with his procedure. 


When he first tried It, he used a vein, as they use a vein by 


bypass blockages in the arteries to the heart. However, the vein 
expanded so much and let so much blood flow into the penis all the 
time that the individuals had a persistent maximum erection. He 
has not bad that trouble with the small artery he uses now. 


There are two other possibilities. Urologists can insert two flex- 


ible round silicone rods that provide a permanent but flexible 
erection. TMs is called the Small-Carrion penile prosthesis after 
the two doctors who developed it. 


The other posslblity is the Cadillac of the penile implants devel- 


oped by Dr. F. Brantley Scott, professor of urology at Baylor 
College of Medicine In Houston. It has collapsible cylinders that 
are Inserted in the penis. The cylinders are connected to a reser- 
voir of fludd and a tiny pump, Implanted in the scrotum. By press- 
ing on the pump you can pump fluid Into the cylinders from the 
fluid reservoir and cause an erection. Or you can pump the fluid 
out and return to normal. 


There are many other causes of impotency. To give you more

bread. However, It doesn't stay fresh for more than two days. I've 
tried slicing the loaves and then freezing them after cooling, but 
they no longer taste fresh. Any suggestions? — Mrs. Donna Mathls 


Without the additives used in commercial breadmaklng there is 


no way to keep your bread fresh except by freezing the loaves. 
Those who prefer homemade bread ought to invest'hi Bernard L. 
Clayton Jr.'s "The Complete Book of Breads" (Simon and Schus- 
ter). Clayton is with the Indiana University School of Business, 
took up bread-making as a hobby and has become the total expert. 
His book is like having a teacher in the kitchen with you, and he 
covears any kind of bread one can think of. His advice Is to take 
the extra loaf of bread, cool it, slip It Into • bag or wrap in plastic, 
seal, then freeie. To use, thaw at room temperature and then 
reheat, If you wish, for 15 minutes In a 350-degree oven. A solidly 
frozen loaf can be thawed by putting It in a 300-degree oven for 25 
to 40 minutes.

Poultry men also have selected other 


types of fowl that especially were suited 
for meat.production —those that grow 
large and fast. 


The hen's egg is one of man's most 


important foods. Its production is al- 
most a miracle as it builds within the 
hen's body and is delivered in its deli- 
cate container. 


The hen's yolk really is the whole egg. 


In the surface of the yolk is the fertilized 
ovum. The surrounding yolk is white 
and yellow and is laid down in alter- 
nating, concentric rings around the 
ovum. Finally the entire yolk mass is 
enclosed in a thin, elastic membrane. 


As the yolky egg passes down the 


hen's oviduct, it revolves with the heavi- 
est or most dense portion of the white 
(the albumen) being secreted around 
the yolky mass in spiral sheets. The 
ends of these sheets form short, twisted 
cords of white called chalazae. 


Next a less-dense layer of albumen is 


deposited and finally two thin shell 
membranes are laid down around the 
albumens, The oviduct secretes a fluid 
albumen which passes through the shell 
membranes and surrounds the denser 
albumens. 


When the egg reaches the uterus, a 


shell made of calcium and magnesium 
phosphates and carbonates are added. 
At the rounded end of the egg, the two 
shell membranes separate to form an 
airspace 


The entire movement of the egg 


through the reproductive tract of the 
hen takes between 16 and 20 hours. 


Bird eggshells are rarely spherical. 


They are usually oval, cone-shaped or 
cylindrical. The egg shape actually can 
serve as a protective function. Some 
birds, for example, nest on rocky ledges 
or bare ground arid round eggs would 
roll away. This isn't a problem with the 
henAvho has been bred to help fill man's 
food basket, however.

Goats, like cattle and sheep, are ru- 


minants — that is their stomachs are 
composed of four sections. A first sec- 
tion, called the rumen or paunch, is a 
storage vat where microorganisms 
help to start the digestive action on feed 
such as hay, straw, cornstalks, silage 
and plants having large amounts of cel- 
lulose or fibers. Goats also like leaves 
and twigs from brush, but contrary to 
the common belief they do not digest tin 
cans or paper. 


Domesticated goats actually appreci- 


ate being fed small amounts of food 
often during the day, rather than re- 
ceiving a full day's quota at one serving. 


Goats are fine milk producers and 


their flesh provides food in many coun- 
tries. Some breeds have tang hair, call- 
ed mohair, that is used for upholstery 
material and draperies..

He remembers the push mower and the 


county fairs and the games they created for 
themselves. 


But mainly, Gene Honn remembers sit- 


ting in the back of an old, wooden wagon 
as a small child when his father went out 
to pick corn. 


It is the first image he can recall about 


the 400-acre parcel outside Oakland, a rural 
town of 1,000 that lies about 45 miles south- 
east of Urbana. 


Honn grew up on the farm. 
And he loved its freedom, its wide-open 


spaces, and most of all he loved the thrill 
of watching things grow. 


He is 26 now and chunky, and he sports a 


thick, black beard. But there is still a touch 
of high-pitched Southern Illinois in his voice. 
There is still a lot of conservative work ethic 
in his philosophy. There is still farming in 
his blood. 


He has stayed in the field, but he prac- 


tices it in an incongruous area. Honn is the 
agricultural advisor for the University of 
Illinois Cooperative Extension Service in 
Cook County, the most urban area of the 
state. He is aware of the ambiguity. Shortly 
after taking the position last December, 
someone asked him about it. 


"You're an agriculture advisor? Where 


are you an ag advisor? " 


"Cook County." 
"Cook County's got agriculture?" 
It is a natural question. One he gets all 


the time. But Honn is prepared for it. 
Repetition has polished his answer. 


"(When) a lot of people think of agricul- 


ture, they think of farmers, but there's a lot 
more to it. Chicago in itself is one of the 
big agricultural centers of the country." 


He gets more questions from homeowners 


trying to grow tomatoes in their gardens 
than he does from farmers trying to limit 
pesticide damage to their crops. 


The extension service is generally asso- 


ciated with farming, yet the celebrity in the 
county is not Honn, but Jim Fizzell, the 
nationally-known horticulturalist who ap- 
pears regularly on WGN-TV and whose 
columns are used by the Wichita (Kan.) 
Beacon and the Denver (Colo.) Post. 


In many ways, it is a statement on the 


difference in life style in the Chicago area. 


The extension service was created nation- 


wide in 1915 in response to growing needs 
of farmers for accessibility to technical 
advances. 


Most counties in the country have an 


office, although some smaller counties 
share one. Staff sizes vary, but all have an 
agricultural advisor, or agent as they used 
to be called, who, among other things, acted 
as the unofficial spokesman for the local 
farming community. 


But in 'Cook County, it is somewhat dif- 


ferent. In the late '50s, the Chicago area 
was the center for commercial greenhouses 
in the nation, and in 1957, the Cook County 
Extension Service became one of the first 
in the country to hire a full-time horticul- 
tural advisor. 


Today, most counties are not large enough 


to support a full-time horticulturalist, but 


%many have part-timers, and Fizzell, in 
* addition to his work, in Cook County, acts as 
a consultant for extension offices in eight 
other Northern Illinois counties. 


His time remains at a premium despite 


the trend of commercial greenhouses to 
move west. Each year, the extension office 
receives almost 30,000 questions related to 
horticulture and gardening. 


"Anywhere that there's a congregation of 


homes, there's been more and more interest 
in gardening," Fizzell said. "The questions 
are more and more difficult. The gardeners 
are more and more sophisticated, and there

about a country farm market selling an- 
tiques alongside the pears and squash, or a 
jailhouse populated by friendly storekeepers? 


The rolling countryside of Southeast Mc- 


Henry County is where you'll find good 
hunting for antiques and collectibles Take a 
leisurely drive to these far Northwest sub- 
urbs and see for yourself. 


And while you're at it, take your time. 


Half the fun is soaking up the warmth of 
nostalgia and neighborly conversation. 


U.S. Rte. 14 - Northwest Highway - in 


Crystal Lake is a good place to start your 
trek through this Fox Valley region. Or you 
can reach the same point by driving west 
on the Northwest Tollway (U S. 90) to the 
Harrington Road exit, then north to U S. 
Rte. 14 and west to Crystal Lake. 


You won't have to travel far on Rte. 14 


to find a sampling of memorabilia for sale. 
Just past the III. 176 intersection, stop for 
a visit at Royal Oak Museum of Antiques. 


Royal Oak owner Ernest Andreas will 


tell you that it'll cost $2 each for the priv- 
ilege of ogling his collection Andreas, who 
amassed this conglomeration of antiques 
from Illinois homes and farmyards, figures 
that it's worth every penny. 


"There's nothing like it in the entire uni- 


verse," Andreas said. "People come from 
many countries for a visit" Besides, the 
admission ticket will be refunded on a pur- 
chase from Royal Oak Store hours are 10 30 
a m. to 4 30 p m. daily. 


It's difficult to single out any one specialty 


in Andreas' unique entourage. Furniture, 
farm tools, kitchenware and old-time radios 
compete with milk bottles, keys and other 
collectibles for attention. You name it — if 
it was used jn Northern Illinois sometime 
between 1820 and 1930, Andreas probably 
has it. 


One interesting item on display at Royal 


Oak — though not for sale — is a one-horse 
open sleigh built by settlers who came to 
Long Grove in 1840.

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"You can't name one thing people don't 


collect," Andreas says. The latest fad, 
"which hasn't come into being," is advertis- 
ing memorabilia. 


A former school teacher, Andreas likes to 


philosophize about the value of collecting. 
Take a disinterested student and get him 
interested in American war memorabilia or 
old radios, he says, and you'll see a turn- 
about in no time. 


"What you should do in antiques is get 


Into one line, then learn everything you can 
about it," Andreas advises the novice an- 
tique buff By asking questions and read- 
ing books for collectors, he says, you can 
learn value Demand for antique furnish- 
ings has pushed up many prices within the 
past three years, a trend Andreas pre- 
dicts will continue. 


Andreas said he hopes to find a partner 


to help him build an Old West town where 
his collection will get the attention it de- 
serves In the meantime, Andreas bides his 
time and enjoys his calling "It's people 
who make this business, the people you talk 
to." 


Continue down Northwest Highway, past 


Royal Oak, and you'll soon see the Ridge- 
field Road turnoff to the right Follow this 
country road one mile to the Country Club 
Road intersection, and you're there. Just 
find a parking place and you can easily 
walk to several shops clustered on either 
side of the railroad tracks. 


Ridgefield is one of those places where 


people who aren't in a hurry can mosey 
around, looking for collectibles, by the hour 
or the day Storekeepers here take pride in 
their wares and relatively low prices. 


At the Peddler's Pack Antiques store on 


Ridgefield Road, proprietress Betty Avi- 
chouser says she probably sells more kitchen 
ware collectibles than anything else From 
a cream skimmer, to a tin cream whipper 
and a well worn meat tendenzer, there are 
gadgets galore. 


Mrs. Avichouser says she's been a Ridge- 


field merchant for seven years now. "I'm 
permanently affixed,"shesays. 


Ridgefield — founded in 1855 by settlers 


from Virginia — generally is a gfiiet com- 
munity and Mrs. Avichouser likes it that 
way. Besides, she says, "The hard part 
nowadays isn't selling antiques - it's finding 
them." Like most other Ridgefield store. 


keepers, the Peddler's Pack is open from 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m. Thursday through Sunday. 


One of the busiest days of the year will 


be June 11, according to Paula Wickes of 
the Wickes Back Door shop in the White 
Church building next door. That's when the 
annual open-air flea market featuring an- 
tiques, handcrafts, art and furnishings will 
be held. More than 100 sellers participated 
In last year's flea market. Hours will be 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 


Wicker furniture, new lampshades and 


nostalgic furnishings are featured at Wickes 
Back Door. Cards and handcrafted gifts 
are added attractions. 


In the adjacent Stuff 'n Such shop, there 


are old wooden trunks, new quilted pillows 
and an assortment of glass jars and an- 
tique furnishings. 


In the same building, Is the Coffee Shop 


tended by Theresa Wendt. Antique clocks 
and handmade jewelry are sold there. And 
by now, you're probably ready to sample 
Mrs. Wendt's delicious apple pie and coffee 
-she'll gladly oblige. 


Just beyond the Coffee Shop is Ridge- 


field Stoneware Pottery. Owner Larry 


Thoreson, whose kiln and workshop are 
downstairs, has a good selection of pots, 
cups and candlesticks. Not to mention mac- 
rame flowerpot hangers and miniature 
wood furnishings. 


Vivian's Bygones, also in the White Church 


building, mostly sells antique furniture. 


Next door to the White Church is Apple- 


jack, where pitcher and bowl sets and col- 
lectible glass bottles are up for sale. There 
are also tables, chairs and curio shelves in 
the shop. 


Walk across the tracks for a visit to 


several other quaint shops. Landmark 
Antiques, the shop with the old gas station 
pumps outside, never fails to show an inter- 
esting variety of furnishings. 


Among the shops clustered on the corner 


of Country Club Road and the old Railroad 
Street is the Pied Piper. Antiques, col- 
lectibles, silver, pattern glass and jewelry 
make this store a good place for browsing 
and buying. 


The Garret, Beggar's Bazaar and Mer- 


ritt Country Antiques are among adjacent 
shops where antiques, handcrafts and inter- 
esting bric-a-brac may be found. 


One of the most fascinating shops in 


Ridgefield is Welcome's Country Store, on 
the corner opposite the Pied Piper. Old 
lamps, figurines, trunks and other memo- 
rabilia are stashed in the most unlikely 
places. When Pearl Welcome's store is 
open, she'll be happy to search for a de- 
sired item or to reminisce for a few moments 
about Ridgefield's past. 


When you're ready to move on, turn back 


to Northwest Highway via Ridgefield Road, 
and head northwest again. Look for the 
Lake Street cutoff to Woodstock, several 
miles down the road, where you'll turn 
right. Follow Lake Street to South Street, 
turn left; make a right turn on Dean Street 
to the Woodstock village square. 


Cobbled streets and picturesque Victor- 


ian buildings surround the greenery of a 
landscaped park in Woodstock's village 
square. For the collector who needs to take 
a breather, there are plenty of park benches. 
The Old McHenry Courthouse and Jail, the 
recently renovated Opera House, a band- 
stand, Civil War monument and spring- 
house provide a sense of history and charm. 


European and American .antiques are 


offered for sale in the Jailhouse Antiques 
shop, located upstairs in the Jailhouse, 101 
Johnson on the square. Flow blue china, a 
schoolmaster's desk, cards and old-fashioned 
toys-are here, a blend of old and new. 


Antiques. She likes the personal contact 
with one or two customers at a time. As 
many other Woodstock fans, Edie welcomes 
the restoration of the Jailhouse, opera house 
and nearby buildings calling it a boon to 
the community. 


You can't miss Madeleine's Victorian Tea 


Room on the way up or downstairs from 
Jailhouse Antiques. Ice creams, pastries and 
Other eatables are available, in addition to 
kitchenware gifts items. For those with 
heartier appetites, the adjacent Old Court- 
house Inn serves luncheon and dinner. 


The Courthouse is also host to an entourage 


of shops. Live plants abound in the Greenery, 
and across the hall is Witherspoon's clothing 
store. Glassware, cookware and flowerpots 
find a home in the Seasoned Chef. Upstairs 
is the Court Room Gallery, where paintings, 
jewelry, and pottery complement a section of 
clothing and cards. 


Across the street from the Jailhouse com- 


plex, at 136 Cass, is The Lucky Lady emporium 
and gift store. From old wooden spoons to 
an assortment of rug beaters, a nostalgic 
child's chair and an old 'horse collar hung 
on'the wall, you'll find plenty of interesting 
collectibles. Fresh popcorn, old fashioned 
stick candy and seasonings are for sale. 


And there's more to come. By no means a 


complete listing of Southeast McHenry County 
antique shops, this account is an introduction

are a whale or a lot more of them. Home 
gardening is big business." 


The county has six extension offices. 


Fizzell works out of one in Rolling Meadows 
surrounded by homes, with the tollway and 
the Arlington Park Hilton to the east. There 
are four more offices in Chicago and one in 
TinleyPark. 


Honn is the only agricultural advisor on 


the payroll. He works out of a small brick 
building along a quiet street in Tinley Park, 
across the street from the railroad tracks 
and down the block from a small elevator. 
He Is located in Tinley Park, he said, be- 
cause almost all of the county's 631 farms 
lie in the southern half of the county. 


He checks with farmers on their problems, 


plans seminars, meets with agribusinesses 
and monitors rainfall and production to file 
weekly with the Illinois Crop Reporting 
Service. 


For three and a half years after he gradu- 


ated from Illinois State University. Honn 
was an assistant advisor in Iroquois County. 
Things were different then. 


There, when he wrote a press release or 


an agricultural column, it was usually printed 
verbatim in all the weekly newspapers. 
The Iroquois County Times, publishing out 
of Watseka with a circulation of about 3,900 
regularly printed the articles too. 


The population of the county, Honn ob- 


served, was about 33,000. More than 70 per 
cent, he added, were fanners or worked in 
businesses related to the farm. 


"When you sent something out to the 


papers, you knew it was going to reach 
most of them." 


In Cook County, the newspapers tend to be 


larger, with larger staffs. By and large, 
their news is not directed at a rural audi- 
ence. Honn has found that few, if any, run 
his releases word-for-word with any regu- 
larity. Most are selective about the bits 
and pieces they use. 


Nowhere is there the same emphasis on 


fanning. In Iroquois County, the latest fig- 
ures show cash receipts on all crops were 
about five times higher than in Cook County. 
In Iroquois, those receipts added up to $128.6 
million; in Cook, the figure was slightly less 
than $25.8 million. Horn is not the well- 
known spokesman he would have been in 
Iroquois County. His word does not dwell 
exclusively on agriculture. 


His office gets anywhere from thirty to 


fifty phone calls per day, he said. About 85 
per cent are calls that have little or nothing 
to do with farming. 


But in many ways, Honn said, that is 


part of the lure of the job. He is an ambitious 
man. He has set himself goals to reach, 
and he sees his position in Cook County as 
a part of the whole scheme of things. 


"No matter what I go into now, this job's 


got to help me because I'm getting exposed 
to all different aspects. There are so many 
phases of agriculture that it makes it a 
great opportunity for me.'' 


One of the biggest challenges he faces 


could only come from an urban area: the 
challenge to sell farming. He promotes it. 


"Most of the people, they just don't know 


what agriculture is all about. Most people 
have a misconception. They feel the farmer 
is ripping people off. That's not true. It's 
the middleman." 


The image of the farmer as an ill-schooled 


country bumpkin in blue overalls with a 
pitch fork is fading, however, he said. Per- 
haps it is the get-back-to-th'e-land mentality, 
but people are beginning to realize more and 
more that farming is a profession. 


"I've been getting a lot of calls from peo- 


ple in the Chicago area who want to get out 
of the city. They're fed up. They want to 
get back to the farm." 


That is where his roots are, and that is 


where his interest in the extension service 
began. 


His parents, he recalled, were heavily in- 


volved in extension service programs, and it 
was something he more or less fell in with. 
When he was old enough to join 4-H, he 
signed up. 


He still remembers his first Iroquois 


County Fair. He entered three or four dif- 
ferent classes of swine and worked with 
them for about five months in advance of 
the fair. Most of all, he remembers the 
tension. 


"I was scared to death. Here I am, I'm 


9-years-old, I'm out at the fair, there's hun- 
dreds of people there. I didn't know what I 
was doing." 


But Honn knew enough to win blue rib- 


bons for all his entries and in the following 
years, the interest increased. 


. His experience on the farm rubbed off as 
well. Today, when he gets calls, he will 
answer most of the questions over the 
phone. But if it is a farmer who is calling 
with an important problem, he gets out of 
the office to take a look at the situation. 


"You really grew up to respect the prob- 


lems they came into contact with. You knew 
it wasn't just a slap on the wrist if some- 
thing went wrong, that it could be a whole 
field. It helps put into perspective the real 
severity of the problem. That's their liveli- 
hood." 


That, more than anything else, keeps him 


going, he said. The contact with the farmers. 
Being able to help if they have problems. 
Staying in the business The problems a 
farmer has in Cook County can be just as 
severe as they are in other counties even 
though there may not be as many of them. 


But Honn wasn't always that fond of Cook 


County. Before being offered the position 
last winter, the possibility of a job near 
Chicago came up in conversation. 


"I went on the record as saying I will 


never work in an urban area, that there is 
no way you can get me into the Chicago 
area." 


But the job opportunity did, and Honn 


said the adjustment hasn't been that dif- 
ficult. 


Finding his way around, he said, was his 


biggest concern. He was worried about get- 
ting caught up in traffic jams and arriving 
at his destination a half hour late. But, he 
hasn't let that bother him. If he gets caught 
up in traffic, he just adjusts his schedule 
because there is no way to adjust the cars. 


He has found that the same is true for 


the people 


"People are people." he said. "If you're 


just friendly to them and show them an 
open hand, they'll be friendly back." 


Honn is an only son He has four sisters 


who never had to run the push mower back 
on the farm, and in a few years, his father 
plans to retire. If he wants, he could prob- 
ably go back and farm when that happens. 
But he's not sure whether he'll take advan- 
tage of the opportunity. _ 


"I don't know," he said, "I look on that as 


maybe something later on.'' §

In search of Utopia in Indiana 


Thrall's Opera House has been restored to its 1888 appearance.

Utopia has been a recurring dream of Man 


since the days of Sir Thomas More in the 
1500s. 


A small town in Southwestern Indiana has 


been the scene of such a Utopian dream not 
once — but twice — during its history. The 
town is New Harmony, Ind., on the Wabash 
River near the Illinois border and just 30 
miles from Evansville, Ind. 


Utopia was never fully realized in New 


Harmony but enough evidence of these near 
perfect societies remains today to make the 
village a unique and colorful attraction in 
the rural Midwest. 


There are museums, places of historic 


interest, and interesting bits of architecture 
and for the past several years a massive 
restoration program has been under way to 
restore and preserve the town's extraordinary 
historical heritage. 


In 1814, when Indiana was still a territory 


and Chicago an outpost, a small band of 
religious dissidents called "Harmonists" 
settled in Southwest Indiana. They were led 
by Father George Rapp, a breakaway Lu- 
theran minister from Germany, who sought, 
through his ambitious communal living plans, 
a way to fulfill his conviction of the immi- 
nence of the Second Coming. 


All previous life, he determined, had been 


disharmonious, and he planned a perfect

community of as nearly perfect inhabitants 
as he could muster. These Harmonists or 
"Rappites," as they were also known, work- 
ed hard and played hard. Most of them prac- 
ticed celibacy. They did indeed create a 
civilized and prosperous town in the wilder- 
ness, a community hailed as "The Wonder 
of the West." All this despite the odds 
against them, a too-short growing season for 
their main crops and the penetrating winter 
cold. 


The Rappites operated a successful saw- 


mill, a granary, and a brewery, and they 
raised all sorts of livestock — even silk- 
worms. They were known for their fine 
products: shoes, candles, silk and woolen 
cloth, and they engaged in lively commerce 
•with the "outside" world. 


They owned 30,000 acres of land and 


boasted some 900 inhabitants. They built 
graceful and sturdy structures, some of 
which remain to tell a fascinating story of 
those skilled and dedicated first settlers. 
Father Rapp is responsible for the town's 
Golden Raintrees which line the streets, the 
seeds of which he had acquired from China. 


In 1824, after a successful 10-year experi- 


ment, Father Rapp was said to have become 
disenchanted with commercialism — or per- 
haps he just became tired of awaiting his 
Millineum, and he moved his flock back to 
Harmony, Pennsylvania; from whence he 
had come. 


The entire town — industries, buildings, 


orchards, and vineyards — was sold for the 
sum of $150,000 to Scottish industrialist and 
social reformer, Robert Owen. He, together

with another wealthy Scotsman, William 
McClure, organized a band of followers 
which included many of the best minds of 
the day — scientists, reformers, scholars 
and philosophers — to settle the town. The 
craft which brought them down the river to 
the "New Harmony" site was known as the 
"Boatload of Knowledge." Owen and McClure 
foresaw a Utopian community based not upon 
religious convictions, but upon the intellect, 
a nd the superior! ty of a new moral order. 


Two years later, enthusiasm waned and 


the leaders left town, but not without leaving 
behind some remarkable legacies and "firsts" 
which made the community an American 
intellectual center for yean to come. These 
included equal education for boys and girls, 
the first woman's club, one of the first free 
public libraries, a survey of the Northwest 
Territory, studies of aquatic and insect life 
and of the ancient Indian mounds found 
nearby. 


There was a great deal of intellectual 


ferment, but evidently an equal amount of 
dissension among the members. Robert 
Owen returned to England, where he con- 
tinued his work for universal social improve- 
ment. For many years his children continued 
the work their father had begun. Until the 
Civil War they attracted distinguished visi- 
tors who helped the town flourish, including 
geologists, paleontologists and botanists. 
David Dale Owen, himself a well known 
geologist and artist, helped to explore the 
Northwest Territory. His brother Robert 
served in the House of Representatives and 
drafted the bill which chartered the Smith- 
sonian Institution. The Owen men were also 
concerned with the law, in particular the 
laws which dealt with the rights of women 
and children. 


Despite its position as a place of progressive 


thought during the critical years of Amer- 
ica's Westward expansion, by the turn of the 
century New Harmony had become much • 
like any other small country village with a 
faded sleepy main street and a near-poverty 
level of living for most of its citizens. And 
so It existed until 1970. 


The year 1970 might be considered the year 


of New Harmony's rebirth. Spurred by a 
far-sighted descendant of Robert Owen, Jane 
Blatter Owen, the idea of a "new" New 
Harmony was conceived. Restoration began 
not only on the first Rappite buildings, but 
also on the Owenite cultural and philosoph- 
ical ambience of the town. Several of the log 
structures have been restored, and one can 
see in a cutaway wall the ingenious Rappite 
"Dutch brick" type of insulation made of 
straw and mud. 


Gifts from Mrs. Owen together with grants 


from the Lilly Endowment and other state 
and private investments should eventually 
total an investment of $25 million in the 
town's resurrection. Real estate values have 
escalated at a rate rivaling more populous 
sections of the country and many buildings' 
have been declared historic sites. A new 3,200- 
acre state park has recently been opened 
nearby and thousands of visitors are expect- 
ed this year. Far from sleepy, Main Street 
now bustles with visitors who come to enjoy 
the variety of happenings. 


When you set out to explore New Harmony, 


remember to bring good walking shoes, and 
if you want to do the tour up right, stop first 
at the Visitors' Center at North and Arthur 
streets. Here you may purchase "Master 
Tour" tickets at $4 for adults, $2 for students. 
The Master Tour begins at the Atheneum and 
Theatrum, a modern looking structure which 
is still in its skeletal stage. It is the future 
site of the performing arts center with a 
1,000-Mat outdoor auditorium. 


Next, you will visit some of the early 


Harmonist structures, and a film, shown 
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The Labyrinth is a re-creation of a garden created by the Harmony Society. 


twice daily, explains the history of the town 
and its restoration as well as its religious 
and philosophical roots. A scale model of the 
early settlement helps visualize the past. 


Then comes a visit to the Roofless Church, 


of bold design by American architect Philip 
Johnson, in 1968. This place is famed the 
world over as an ecumenical center. It is 
also often a place of open air concerts and 
services. The church contains a sculpture of 
the Virgin by Jacques Lipchitz, a Jew, who 
though faithful to the religion of his ances- 
tors, made the sculpture as a contribution 
to, as he put it, "the life of the spirit.'' 


In a pinegrove near the Roofless Church 


there are monuments etched with the writ- 
ings of Paul Tillich, the revered 20th Century 
philosopher-theologian from the University 
of Chicago who often visited New Harmony 
His grave can now be found here. 


The recently completed New Harmony Inn 


reminds visitors of the original Harmonist 
buildings in its spare simplicity. All the 
comforts of home are offered, with the ex- 
ception of TV and radio. Many of the rooms 
contain fireplaces and kitchenettes and offer 
fine views of the green countryside. There 
are tennis courts and a greenhouse swim- 
ming pool which is open all year-round. 


A restaurant in New Harmony, the Red 


Geranium, is known all over Southern Illinois 
and Indiana as a fine eaterie, with delicious 
food and reasonable prices. I had a delightful 
dinner there including wine, which came to 
about $6 per person. The most expensive 
steak on the menu was $4.95. 


The Shadblow, another good restaurant, is 


located in the court of The Mews and is 
built around a Shadblow tree. In early days, 
the purplish berries of this tree were a source 
of food and dyes to the settlers, and were 
called "service berries." The Shadblow 
serves up a delicious full luncheon from $2.75 
to $2.96 and a large hamburger plate for $1 


After completing the Master Tour, you 


may wish to browse among the fine shops. 


In The Mews, there is a fine bookstore, one 
where I could be happily marooned for hours. 
There are books, books, books, on every 
subject and subtitle on history, American 
Indians, arts, crafts, antiques, nature study, 
and energy-saving living. 


There are several antique shops scattered 


throughout the town, and in The Mews there 
are two newly opened shops, one featuring 
Early American furniture and accessories, 
the other devoted to English antiques. On 
the same street are a flower shop, "Hoosier 
Exclusive" (featuring handmade Indiana 
crafts) and a gourmet shop. Visit the Lemon 
Tree for ice cream and Harmonie House, a 
not-so-nin-of-the-mill gift shop. And every- 
where, take note of the friendly Hoosier 
hospitality! 


Cultural programs in .the sciences and 


humanities, including conferences and semi- 
nars and entertainments in the fine and 
performing arts, are all-summer events in 
New Harmony. 


In theater, there is summer entertainment 


every weekend from June 23 to Aug. 20,

to the public. A few highlights will be the 
Jung Life Center lecture in Jungian psychol- 
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ogy, a calligraphy (handwriting) workshop, 
and lecture series featuring "Woman and 
the Law." 


Many of the above events are free, but 


some of the workshop and participation 
studies require fees, of course. For a com- 
plete schedule of summer events you may 
contact Camllle Fife, Public Relations Direc- 
tor, Historic New Harmony, Inc., New Har- 
mony, Ind.

Buffalo signs lead travelers 
across the Old West Trail 


Montana, Nebraska, North Dakota and 


South Dakota share a heritage of the buffalo, 
a once near-extinct animal that freely roamed 
millions of acres in this'area. Today a buf- 
falo-head sign points the way for travelers 
seeking adventure in these states, known 
collectively as the Old West Trail. 


The Old West Trail, organized in 1966 to 


promote tourism in these beginning-of-the- 
West states, is actually an automotive tour 
along interstate highways and major state 
roadways in this region. 


The buffalo head symbol was chosen to 


mark the Old West Trail because the buffalo 
was lord of this western country before the 
coming of the White Man. After almost 
complete extermination, the buffalo has out- 
lived its adversaries, and again roams these 
four states... on private ranches, in national 
and state parks, and on bison ranges and 
game refuges. 


The buffalo head signs lead travelers to 


approved attractions and mark City and 
Area Circle Tours. The symbol is a depend- 
able guide to quality attractions and facilities 
throughout the four-state area. 


The Old West Trail is a trail for modern 


travelers, although it parallels the pioneer 
trails of yesterday: the Oregon Trail, 
Bozeman, Overland and Lewis and Clark 
Trails. Today's travelers drive and ride in 
automobiles or recreation vehicles, while 
the people who trekked these routes in the 
18th and 19th Centuries walked or rode in 
covered wagons. 


Pathfinders Lewis and Clark were among

Great Falls, named by Lewis and Clark for 
the large falls of the Missouri River located 
nearby, offers a seven-stop City Circle Tour.

Lewis and Clark portage marker and other 
attractions. 


The Medora, North Dakota City Circle

CAMP 
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THE HERALDbooks 
John Jakes has found a 
Bicentennial gold mine 


by Norman Nadel 


So far, the Pulitzer Prize people, the 


National Book Award committees, and the 
others who dole out literary accolades have 
not taken note of John Jakes But almost 
everybody else has. Consider the evidence: 


Last month his latest novel, "The War- 


riors" (Pyramid, $2.25), appeared in a first 
printing of 3 million copies, the largest first 
printing of any book, anywhere, ever. With- 
in two weeks, 500,000 additional copies were 
printed. The book is currently number four 
on the national best seller lists of paperbacks 
after holding the number one spot for weeks. 


In 1976 Jakes became the first author to 


have three best-sellers on the New York 
Times Book Review lists within a single year. 
His books were among the top ten for forty 
of the fifty-two weeks. 


In less than three years, his American 


Bicentennial Series about the fictitious Kent 
family — so far, six volumes of more than 
600,000 pages each with two more to come — 
has produced more than 15 million copies. 


These statistics would be remarkable 


even if the books were potboilers, but Jakes, 
44, Is a seasoned, self-disciplined profes- 
sional who has mastered the architecture of 
the novel, the construction of character, the 
Interweaving of many plot lines and the 
psychology of suspense His dialogue might 
not be inspired but it is serviceable. His 
fictional people — hundreds of them by now 
— ring true enough. 


"I sold my first — a children's book — 


when I was at DePauw University," re- 
calls the genial author. "But I couldn't con- 
nect with another one until 1959." 


Meanwhile he had finished at DePauw, 


completed a master's degree at Ohio State 
and gone into the advertising business in 
Chicago. "It took me a good five or six 
years to even get a toe in the bookwnting 
water, though I'd been selling a lot of short 
stories to the old pulp magazines. Remem- 
ber those drug store racks that were lend- 
ing libraries? In 1959 I sold a mystery to a 
publisher, long since gone, who supplied 
books for those racks. Got a $150 advance; 
no royalties, of course. 


"Altogether, I plugged along for about 25 


years selling a book here, a book there, and 
got it going pretty well in the 1960s when we 
were living in Rochester, N Y. — I wrote 
advertising copy there for five years — and 


I began writing science fiction novels and 
non-fiction for children. 


"Many, many times through those years 


I got discouraged. For example, I did fifteen 
or sixteen science fiction books, which I just 
dearly love to do and I really worked hard on 
them and gave them the best I had at the 
time, which just wasn't good enough. They 
all sank like stones." 


From Rochester, the Jakes family moved 


to Dayton, where the family, including four 
children, now live. He did well financially 
writing sales meeting copy and sales mana- 
ger's'speeches But after seven years, he 
finally decided to quit advertising and be- 
come a full-time writer. 


Early in his career, Jakes had sold a spy 


novel for serialization and several short 
stories to Lyle Kenyon Bngel, editor-pub- 
lisher of several magazines including the 
short-lived American Agent. By 1973, Engel 
had become a "book packager," bringing 
authors and publishers together on special 
projects. 


Pyramid, paperback subsidiary of Bar- 


court Brace Jovanovich, Inc, wanted to 
publish a series of novels suitable for the 
forthcoming American Bicentennial and 
Engel suggested Jakes. 


It was to be five books, but now it's up to 


eight. Volume Seven, "The Lawless," is 
scheduled for November of this year, to be 
followed in 1978 by "The Americans" which 
will bring the Kent family up to the present, 
and complete its 200-year saga. 


"The Bastard," first of the Bicentennial 


Series, is in its twenty-fifth pnntmg; its 
sequel "The Rebels," in its twenty-second; 
"The Funes," eighth; "The Titans," pub- 
lished in July, in its first. One reason for the 
declining figures, apart from the shorter 
time each successive volume has been avail- 
able, is that the printings have become 
progressively larger. First printing for "The 
Bastard" has been a mere 342,000, which 
looks enormous to most writers That has 
progressed to3 million for "The Warriors." 


"The Bastard," which begins the long 


story, is properly and appropriately titled 
In 1766, when William Pitt the Elder ad- 
dressed Britain's Parliament, supporting 
Colonial rebellion against the Stamp Act, he 
declared that "The Americans are the sons, 
not (he bastards, of England." 


Tape recorder in 
hand, Studs puts 
his life on record 


TALKING TO MYSELF — A MEMOIR OF 
MY TIMES by Studs Terkel (Pantheon, $10)

"For better or worse, it is, higgledy-pig- 


gedly, an oral memoir." 


With those words Louis Terkel, better 


known as Studs, turns the tape recorder on 
himself as he spins an enchanting memoir 
of his 65 years as citizen of Chicago in 'Talk- 
ing to Myself - A Memoir of My Times." 


Studs the great listener who has a knack 


for getting people to talk into his mechanical 
device and piecing together a description of 
life, has now put together a mosaic of his 
own life. 
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The same unconventional style that has 


made him famous as an oral historian of our 
times in "Working," "Hard limes'1 and 
"Division Street: America" is at work again 
as he stays clear of the traditional areas 
of autobiography giving no notice to chron- 
o'ogy or family. 


"As, in other circumstances, I have tried 


to capture the voices of others, so, in this 
instance, have 1 sought out my own," he 
explains. 


His book is filled with personal anecdotes 


as he rambles darting from one subject to 
another as they come to mind. 


One eight-page chapter entitled "Glasses," 


starts with Studs as an 11-year-old putting 
down a girl from Mount Pleasant with glas- 
ses. Then comes a dissertation on how he 
once thought glasses "were the mark of the 
vulnerable." He rattles through some nota- 
bles like FDR and Woodrow Wilson who

And young Phillipe Charboneau, who 


eventually sires the first member of the 
Kent family, is the illegitimate son of a 
French actress and James Amberly, sixth 
Duke of Kentland. Halfway through that 
first of the series he reaches Boston from 
England, and thereafter the saga parallels 
American history, from the Revolutionary 
War through the Civil War and its aftermath, 
so far. 


In "The Warriors," fresh on the book- 


shelves, assorted Kents survive the War 
Between the States, help open the West, 
and battle both for and against the exploitive 
railroad barons. 


As in the previous volumes, the action is 


violent more often than not — but so was 
American history Jakes carefully main- 
tains a continuity of political fact and phil- 
osophy, and from time to time introduces 
an element of sex. Not a lot by today's 
standard, although young Phillipe is tumbling 
(or being tumbled by) the ripe and brazen 
Charlotte within the first forty pages of 
"The Bastard." 


Seldom mentioned to the public, but a 


major factor in paperback sales is the pack- 
aging. The publisher of "The Kent Family 
Chronicles," as this set is subtitled, has 
obviously discovered a most sucessful for- 
mula. Every volume has on its cover a man 
or woman holding a weapon, a couple in a 
passionate embrace, and around into the

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Secret agents 
attempt to solve 
a violent death 


THE SECRET LOVERS by Charles McCarry 
<Dutton,$8.95)

Secret agent Paul Christopher meets a 


contact in Berlin in what appears to be a 
routine encounter. Christopher accepts a 
.package, chats with his fellow agent, then 
watches in horror as the man is run down by 
a speeding auto. His quest to solve the mys- 
tery 'of the man's violent death is the story 
of "The Secret Lovers," a novel by Charles 
McCarry. 


The novel takes place In 1960 at the peak 


of the Cold War and centers on a plan to 
smuggle out of the Soviet Union a manu- 
script by a dissident Soviet writer. The action 
revolves around a small group of CIA-type 
agents who were involved in the smuggling 
attempt and follows Christopher as he un- 
ravels a 24-year-old secret that leads to the 
death not only of the agent but of the writer 
and members of the Russian underground. 


From the beginning, Christopher doubts 


the agent's murder is the work of the enemy. 
He fights efforts to have the Russian manu- 
script published in any way that might en- 
danger the life of the author, who still lives 
in the Soviet Union. His most obstinate' 


opponent is Otto Rothchild, an elderly, failing 
man who has been one of the top U.S. agents 
since World War II. 


Rothchild insists that the manuscript'be 


'printed immediately and under the author's 
true name. He resists Christopher's argu- 
ments that such actions will mean immediate 
death for the writer. The result is a battle of 
wits between the two men as Christopher 
attempts to prove Rothchild wrong. 


Except for the first violent death of the 


U.S. agent, McCarry's novel dwells on in- 
trigue within the intelligence community. 
Interrogation of witnesses and research into 
old files take precedence over physical 
violence. It is a complex story that unwinds 
slowly over the 308 pages. 


McCarry attempts to show the human side 


of secret agents, but in doing so, he loses 
much of the suspense most readers expect 
of spy novels. The plot also appears contrived 
with meandering relationships between 
characters that stretch out over the 24-year- 
period. The reader must jump from the 
Europe of 1960s to the Spanish Civil War of 
1936 and back again in a matter of pages. 
It is not always an easy transition as 
characters change names from one period 
to another, 


McCarry further complicates the plot by 


throwing in Christoper's problems with his 
straying wife, Cathy. Their relationship often 
takes up pages of copy but fails to contribute 
much to the overall plot. 


McCarry is adept at describing scenes and 


people but in the end it's difficult to feel 
strongly about any of the characters.

Sally spends 
part of the time worrying about her father — 
still in New Jersey — and trying to under- 
stand her mother and older brother Douglas.

Benny doesn't get a lot 
of encouragement at home. His older brother 
Sheldon is brilliant at school and spends 
free time studying for the big examination. 
His older sister Ewie seems beyond re- 
proach, helping around the home while Ma 
recovers from the operation. Benny drops 
egg crates and stumbles while helping out at 
his father's store. 


But not only does Benny get his big chance 


to play with Mac on the baseball team, he 
surprises his own family in a big heroic 
way. Benny is the only one who listened to 
Arnulf, the boy from Germany.'So when. 
Arnulf runs away, only Benny can help 
find him. 


"Benny" matches "Sally" as another 


superb story'on growing up. Barbara Cohen 
has the subtle-skill to write a children's 
story without letting her grownup self inter- 
fere.

wore glasses but the turning point in his 
"worry about the daily fate of four eyes" 
was when Lee Meadows appeared on the 
pitching mound with glasses followed by 
Carmen Hill, George Torporcer, Chick Hafey 
and Bull Connor. Suddenly it's 1956 and 
Studs is in Billie Holiday's dressing room 
with Nelson Algren talking about how "she 
was soft on those who wore specs." Billie 
likes Algren not despite his glasses but 
because of them she insists. Next it is years 
later, Algren is no longer wearing glasses 
"but he's still a funny man," Studs says as. 
he quotes passages about Chicago from 
Algren's work. Studs rallies to Algren's de- 
fense talking about how he has been treated 
as a non person by literary critics but is 
enjoyed by the ordinary man from London 
to the Chicago Welfare Dept. 


"Maybe Nelson Algren's horses usually 


run out of the money. Maybe his luck at the 
poker table is not that good. Maybe he'll 
never be endowed by a university; nor be 
earnestly regarded by literary makers and 
shakers. But he has good reason to just 


shuffle along like a laughing winner. And he 
may be the funniest man around ..." Studs 
says in his tribute to Algren. Then it's back 
to glasses and how they have come into 
vogue. This leads into Ada Leonard, "the 
most exciting and truly erotic of all strip- • 
tease artists" and a description of her act. 
Then it's back to 1923 and that girl in Mount 
Pleasant. 


Now that's' a mind that travels and, mind 


you, this is gll within the confines of eight 
pages. 


Studs' youth growing up in the Wells Grand 


Hotel, which his mother ran, groomed him 
for his life as a listener and interviewer. 
He spent countless hours in the lobby talk- 
ing to the likes of Prince Arthur, Civiliza- 
tion, Joe Cline the Carpenter, John the 
Baptist, Doc Moody and then there was 
always Bughouse Square with its soapbox 
orators. 


Studs is at his best when he relives his 


exploits as a kid from his 1924 support for 
Fighting Bob LaFollette much to the chagrin 
of his seventh grade teacher, to his stint as a 
poll watcher in 1930. 


"Talking to,Myself" is a fun book by a 


man who has led a fascinating life and is 
now willing to share some of its highlights:

Ask Bea Arthur how much she resembles 


"Maude," the female chauvinist she plays 
each week on the tube, and the stately, gray- 
haired actress lays it on the line — just like 
Maude. 


"I adore Maude," Bea said the other day. 
"I love her because she is earthy, lusty and 


a bubble-pricker. She doesn't take anything 
from anybody. If someone is stuffy, she does 
something about it. She's a vital go-getter, 
Which I love. 


"She has great love and concern for life. 


V nether you disagree with her tactics or not, 
she DOES something. She refuses to sit 
around and let the world go by. She's a fighter. 


"J have some of her qualities. Physically, of 


course, we are one and the same. The big. 
thing we have in common is candor. I can cut 
through the bull like Maude does. 


"1 may not be as assertive or politically 


active. But if something bugs me and I feel 
something needs attention, I give it. 


"I'm very vocal about things that move me.

"Maude is politically oriented and very 


•trong in the women's lib movement which Is 
•omethlng I never thought of In my life.

"I'm personally not involved with the lib 


movement. But as early as my tenth birthday 
wondered why women always took their hus- 
bands' names when they got married, But 
that was the extent of it. 


"I understand the lib point of view, but not 


-In the theater. If a woman's role comes up, a 
woman gets it. There is no competition,among 
men and women for roles, nor discrimination 
against actresses." 
- It was noon in Beverly Hills and Bea socked 
away a couple of pre-Iunch martinis. 


Bea has been somewhat chary of interviews 


in the five years "Maude" has been on the air. 
Her instant national celebrity makes her 
somewhat uneasy. The press makes her angry. 


"The first year "Maude" was on the air, I 


gave an interview saying I wanted to lose 
weight," she said. "I mentioned casually that 
I might do it by dropping martinis. 


"Well the story appeared with a picture of 


me. The caption called me stout and the story 
talked about my'drinking problem.' " 
"Bea sighed and sipped her martini. The ac- 


companying raised eyebrow and grimace 
would have done Maude proud. 


It figures the dividing line between Bea and 


Maude is finer than the proverbial hair's 
breadth. As she explained, the character of 
Maude was based on Bea Arthur. 


"The show was made for me," she said. "I 


wasn't the subject of a search to play Maude. 
Norman Lear didn't have a ready-made series 
or a pilot script that needed an actress to fill 
it." 


Bea and her husband, actor-director Gene 


Saks, came to Hollywood on business. During 
their stay Lear prevailed on Bea to play a 
guest shot on "All in the Family," portraying 
Edith Bunker's politically liberal cousin. 


Her characterizatioruvas so strong and ef- 


fective, Lear decided immediately to spin 
"Maude" off on a series of her own. 


"They kept the name Maude and the essen- 


tials of her. personality," Bea said. "Some- 
times I wonder who came first, me or Maude. 


"My relationship with Gene is something 


like that between Maude and Walter on the 
show. I'm the more aggressive of the two. 


"But it's like the German shepherd and the 


trainer. It's 'kill' or 'sit' — the trainer is really 
in charge." 


Bea will accompany Saks to New York to 


appear on the annual Tony Awards show, 
Sunday, a television special honoring the best 
Of Broadway. 


Saks has been nominated for best director 


for his hit musical, "I Love My Wife." He also 
directed two .other current Broadway hits, 
"California Suite" and "Same Time, Next 
Year." 


Bea Arthur says . there aren't many 
similarities between herself and the 
character "Maude" that she portrays 
Mondays at 8 p.m. on Channel 2. 


On their return from New York, Bea will, 


plunge into her sixth year as "Maude," a 
prospect she anticipates with fervor. 


"I love doing the show," she said in the 


strong voice Maude usually reserves for brow- 
beating Walter. "On the whole, I-think, we are 
a cut above the other series on the air. 


"Last season was the'best we've done so 


far. The writing was better and the work 
easier. I enjoy the whole thing. I even watch 
the show at home with the family, if I can stay 
awake that long."

U.S.-Cuba 
to trade 
envoys

The United States and Cuba an- 


nounced Friday their intention to ex- 
change envoys for the first time since 
1861. 


Or at least one ana resident, the 


announcement raised a faint hope that 
Cuban-born persons living in the U.S. 
might someday be able to visit their 
native country. 


In a surprise move connected with 


the diplomatic exchange, Cuban Pre- 
mier Fidel Castro freed 10 Americans 
being held in Cuban Jails. 


THE PRISONER release decision 


came as an unexpected bonus to the 
limited diplomatic exchange agree- 
ment, which had been disclosed in ad- 
vance and fell far short of restoring 
full diplomatic relations. 


White House spokesmen cautioned 


against exaggerating the importance 
of the diplomatic exchange deal, say- 
ing President Carter considers it 
merely one of "the first faltering 
steps" toward normal relations. 


For thousands of Cubans who fled 


the Island, the prospect of normal re- 
lations between the two countries has 
special significance.

Sandner holds one of only 500 mem- 


berships on the exchange, which is 
the world center for hog and cattle 
selling. 


He trades commodities for clients 


who might ask him to sell 50 carloads 
of hogs or buy one carload of cattle. 


He is vice-president of Rufenacht, 


Bromagen and Hertz, a large ex- 
change clearing-bouse. He also oper- 
ates his own firm, John F. Sandner 
and Associates. 


Sendner began with only his street 


sense and a sharp mind to guide him. 
Today he sits on the exchanges's pre- 
tigious board of governors, guiding 
the multlmillion dollar operation

Prayers and a telephone directory were the only tools Carmen 


Lin had began her task six months ago. 


But in Rolling Meadows, Sunday, Mrs. Lin will see her mission 


accomplished when she attends the first meeting of a church 
group for the area's Chinese Christians. 


"I know from an earthly point of view it is no great achieve- 


ment," said the native of Taiwan in flawless English. "But in 
terms of doing God's work, I'm really excited." 


MRS. LIN and her husband Yishan, are members of the Chinese 


for Christ Chicago Fellowship, an interdenominational group of 
fundamentalist Christians. After consulting a survey done by Trin- 
ity College in Deerfield and checking the phone books, Mrs. Lin 
found more than 300 Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs. 
She decided they ought to know Christ in their native tongue. 


She sent out 200 letters to Chinese families inviting them to the 


meetings at the Meadows Baptist Church, 2401 Kirchoff Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows, and prayed. She feels her prayers have been an- 
swered. 


"I asked several families to attend and they weren't interested," 


she said, "Later, after I prayed, some of them came back and 
said they wanted to come," she said. 


Mrs. Lin was reared as a Buddhist in Taiwan, but converted to 


the Baptist faith before she came to the United States 11 years 
ago. She attended Baptist churches In South Dakota and Carbon- 
dale, 111. But it wasn't until August 1974 that she felt she really 
reached a turning point in her religion and that she "knew I had to 
bring more souls to Christ." 


Mrs. Lin had what she described as a "very personal, super- 


natural experience." She said that one night, after suffering from 
a toothache for several days, she began praying. After'several 
long prayers, she said, she felt hands on her shoulders and a voice 
saying in Chinese, "I will heal you." 


"The pain stopped right away," she said. 


THE SAME NIGHT, Mrs. Lin said, a voice told her to compose 


music. 


"I knew I had to follow His command, but I wasn't a music 


major and I prayed that I would be given the ability," she said. 


"I prayed every day, and two weeks later the first music came 


into my mind." 


Mrs. Lin has composed about 20 religious songs, most of them In 


Chinese, and may be singing some of them at future meetings in 
Rolling Meadows.

accomplished when she attends the first meeting of a church 
group for the area's Chinese Christians. 


"I know from an earthly point of view it is no great achieve- 


ment," said the native of Taiwan in flawless English. "But in 
terms of doing God's work, I'm really excited." 


MRS. 
LIN and her husband Yishan, are members of the Chinese 


for Christ Chicago Fellowship, an interdenominational group of 
fundamentalist Christians. After consulting a survey done by Trin- 
ity College in Deerfield and checking the phone books, Mrs. Lin 
found more than 300 Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs. 
She decided they ought to know Christ in their native tongue. 


She sent out 200 letters to Chinese families inviting them to the 


meetings at the Meadows Baptist Church, 2401 Kirchoff Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows, and prayed. She feels her prayers have been an- 
swered. 


"I asked several families to attend and they weren't interested," 


she said, "Later, after I prayed, some of them came back and 
said they wanted to come," she said. 


Mrs. Lin was reared as a Buddhist in Taiwan, but converted to 


the Baptist faith before she came to the United States 11 years 
ago. She attended Baptist churches in South Dakota and Carbon- 
dale, 111. But it wasn't until August 1974 that she felt she really 
reached a turning point in her religion and that she "knew I had to 
bring more souls to Christ " 


Mrs. Lin had what she described as a "very personal, super- 


natural experience." She said that one night, after suffering from 
a toothache for several days, she began praying. After several 
long prayers, she said, she felt hands on her shoulders and a voice 
saying in Chinese, "I will heal you." 


"The pain stopped right away," she said. 


THE SAME NIGHT, Mrs. Lin said, a voice told her to compose 


music. 


"I knew I had to follow His command, but I wasn't a music 


major and I prayed that I would be given the ability," she said. 


"I prayed every day, and two weeks later the first music came 


into my mind." 


Mrs. Lin has composed about 20 religious songs, most of them in 


Chinese, and may be singing some of them at future meetings in 
Rolling Meadows. 


THE SERVICES will be conducted in Mandarin Chinese, though 


a- translator will be present for those who speak Cantonese or who 
speak only English. Mrs. Lin says she usually prays in Chinese 
and reads a Chinese Bible. "It's easier for my husband in Chi- 
nese," Mrs. Lin laughed. "Even though he has a Ph.D." 


The first meeting of the Chinese Christians is at 2:30 p.m. Sun- 


day. The Rev Michael Green will be on hand to greet the worshi- 
pers and help serve refreshments. 


The meeting is open to persons of all nationalities, though Mrs. 


Lm stressed she is primarily interested in reaching the area's 
Chinese. 


"In my prayers, I pray for American churches and even for the 


President," she said. "But I feet I have a limit and it's easier for 
me to reach the Chinese. Of course everyone is welcome."

cago Mercantile Exchange. 


Nestled in a group of 20 or 30 


screaming men was Jack Sandner, 
once a poor, struggling amateur boxer 
on Chicago's South Side. 


SANDNER, 35, a Prospect Heights 


resident, park board commissioner 
and attorney, rubs elbows daily with 
millionaires on the exchange floor as 
he buys and sells pork bellies (Ba- 
con), hogs, cattle and gold for his 
clients and himself. 


If he Is not a millionaire himself 


yet, he will be someday. 


Sandner holds one of only 500 mem- 


berships on the exchange, which is 
the world center for hog and cattle 
selling. 


He trades commodities for clients 


who might ask him to sell 50 carloads 
of hogs or buy one carload of cattle 


He is vice-president of Rufenacht, 


Bromagen and Hertz, a large ex- 
change clearing-house. He .also oper- 
ates his own firm, John F Sandner 
and Associates. 


Sandner began with only his street 


sense and a sharp mind to guide him. 
Today he sits on the exchanges's pre- 
Ugious board of governors, guiding 
the muttimillion dollar operation.

east Side, he lost interest in his stud- 
ies and dropped out. He started box-

raging fires.

Prayers and a telephone directory were the only tools Carmen 


Lin had began her task six months ago. 


But in Rolling Meadows, Sunday, Mrs. Lin will see her mission 


accomplished when she attends the first meeting of a church 
group for the area's Chinese Christians. 


"I know from an earthly point of view it is no great achieve- ' 


ment," said the native of Taiwan in flawless English. "But in 
terms of doing God's work, I'm really excited." 


MRS. LIN and her husband Yishan, are members of the Chinese 


for Christ Chicago Fellowship, an interdenominational group of 
fundamentalist Christians. After consulting a survey done by Trin- 
ity College in Deerfield and checking the phone books, Mrs. Lin 
found more than 300 Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs. 
She decided they ought to know Christ in their native tongue. 


She sent out 200 letters to Chinese families inviting them to the ' 


meetings at the Meadows Baptist Church, 2401 Kirchoff Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows, and prayed. She feels her prayers have been an- 
swered. 


"I asked several families to attend and they weren't interested," 


she said, "Later, after I prayed, some of them came back and 
said they wanted to come," she said. 


Mrs. Lin was reared as a Buddhist in Taiwan, but converted to 


the Baptist faith before she came to the United States 11 years 
ago. She attended Baptist churches in South Dakota and Carbon- 
dale, 111. But it wasn't until August 1974 that she felt she really 
reached a turning point in her religion and that she "knew I had to 
bring more souls to Christ." 


Mrs. Lin had what she described as a "very personal, super- 


natural experience." She said that one night, after suffering from 
a toothache for several days, she began praying. After several 
long prayers, she said, she felt hands on her shoulders and a voice 
saying in Chinese, "I will heal you." 


"The.pain stopped right away," she said. 


THE SAME NIGHT, Mrs. Lin said, a voice told her to compos* 


music. 


"I knew I had to follow His command, but I wasn't a music 


major and I prayed that I would be given the ability," she said. 


"I prayed every day, and two weeks later the first music came 


into my mind." 


Mrs. Lin has composed about 20 religious songs, most of them in 


Chinese, and may be singing some of them at future meetings in 
Rolling Meadows. 


THE SERVICES will be conducted in Mandarin Chinese, though 


a translator will be present for those who speak Cantonese or who 
speak only English. Mrs. Lin says she usually prays in Chinese 
and reads a Chinese Bible. "It's easier for my husband in Chi- 
nese," Mrs. Lin laughed. "Even though he has a Ph.D." 


The first meeting of the Chinese Christians is at 2:30 p.m. Sun- 


day. The Rev. Michael Green will be on hand to greet the worshi- 
pers and help serve refreshments. 


The meeting is open to persons of all nationalities, though Mrs. 


Lin stressed she is primarily interested in reaching the area's 
Chinese. 


"In my prayers, I pray for American churches and even for the 


President," she said. "But I feel I have a limit and it's easier for 
me to reach the Chinese. Of course everyone is welcome."

C a m m a r a t a reportedly was in 


Memphis to testify for the federal 
government in the fraud (rial of Carl 
E. Friend, president of the Memphis- 
based Casino Records. 


Friend was indicted in October 1976 


for allegedly defrauding 18 investors 
in a scheme involving a Bicientennial 
record album. 


Friend's stepson, Martin Steven

payment from Aetna on Its insurance 


claim, said William Colburn, assistant 
superintendent for business affairs. 
Now Aetna is trying to collect from 
the parents of the vandals under the 
vandalism ordinance adopted by the 
Village of Palatine in October. 


"WITHOUT A DOUBT, we based 


the suit in part on that ordinance," 
said Tom Stewart, attorney for Aetna. 
"Whether or not it will hold up, I 
don't know." 


The ordinance Imposes penalties for 


acts of vandalism and holds parents 


responsible for their children's ac- 
tions. 


In the October vandalism spree that 


provoked the suit, vandals stole fire 
extinguishers, smashed windows and 
rifled desks in the school then set fire 
to a mobile classroom containing en- 
vironmental studies material.

ILS.-Cuba 
to trade 
envoys

The United States and Cuba an- 


nounced Friday their intention to ex- 
change envoys for the first time since 
1961. 


Or at least one area resident, the 


announcement raised a faint hope that 
Cuban-born persons living in the U.S. 
might someday be able to visit their 
native country. 


In a surprise move connected with 


the diplomatic exchange, Cuban Pre- 
mier Fidel Castro freed 10 Americans 
being held in Cuban jails. 


THE PRISONER release decision 


came as an unexpected bonus to the 
limited diplomatic exchange agree- 
ment, which had been disclosed in ad- 
vance and fell far short of restoring 
full diplomatic relations. 


White House spokesmen cautioned 


against exaggerating the importance 
of the diplomatic exchange deal, say- 
ing President Carter considers it 
merely one of "the first faltering 
steps" toward normal relations.' 


For thousands of Cubans who fled 


the island, the prospect of normal re- 
lations between the two countries has 
special significance. 


Alice (Veiga) Menfordini, a Wheel-

22 years ago when the Castro revolu- 
tion was still just a rumor.

screaming men was Jack Sandner, 
once a poor, struggling amateur boxer 
on Chicago's South Side. 


SANDNER, 35, a Prospect Heights 


resident, park board 
commissioner 


and attorney, rubs elbows daily with 
millionaires on the exchange floor as 
he buys and sells pork bellies (Ba- 
con), hogs, cattle and gold for his 
clients and himself. 


If he is not a millionaire himself 


yet, he will be someday. 


Sandner holds 'one of only 500 mem- 


berships on the exchange, which is 
the world center for hog and cattle 
selling. 


He trades commodities for clients 


who might ask him to sell 50 carloads 
of hogs or buy one carload of cattle. 


He is vice-president of Rufenacht, 


Bromagen and Hertz, a large ex- 
change clearing-house. He also oper- 
ates his own firm, John F. Sandner 
and Associates. 
* 


Sandner began with only his street 


sense and a sharp mind to guide him. 
Today be sits on the exchanges's pre- 
tigious board of governors, guiding 
the multimillion dollar operation. 


In high school on Chicago's South-

east Side, he lost interest in his Stud- 
ies and dropped out. He started box- 
ing for the Catholic Youth Organiza- 
tion. 


AT THAT TIME, Sandner's life goal 


was to be supervisor of the open 
hearths'at Republic Steel — one of 
those men whose face is red and 
cracked from years in front of the 
raging fires. 


But Tony Zale, world middleweight 


champion in the 1940s and a CYO 
coach, helped raise Sandner's aspira- 
tions. 


"HE TOOK ME under his wing. I 


remember he told my moher,' Mrs. 
Sandner, your son has the makings of 
a champion,' " 


Through his connection with Zale 


and his boxing ability, college scholar- 
ship offers began pouring in. He en- 
rolled in Central YMCA High School 
and finished as valedictorian of his 
class. 


Then, shortly before he accepted a 


boxing scholarship, the National Col- 
lege Athletic Assn. dropped boxing. 


The University of Arizona offered 


him a scholarship, saying the athletic 
department would teach him track. 
Sandner grabbed it. 


FOUR YEARS later, at the urging 


of a professor, Sandner took the law 
aptitude test, scored well and enrolled 
in Notre Dame's law school. 


He worked his way through school, 


tending bar on Rush Street and when 
he graduated with honors in 1968, he 
returned to Chicago, "where I had a 
ready-made clientele on the southeast 
side," Sandner laughed. 


When not defending his old friends, 


he worked on court cases for various 
law firms in Chicago. He happened to 
provide some legal services for the 
president of the exchange, Everett B. 
Harris. 


He suggested Sandner join the ex- 


change. The memberships were sell- 
ing for $80,000 at that time, including 
membership in the International Mon- 
etary Market. The monetary market 
deals with gold, silver and foreign 
currency. . 


TODAY THE'privilege of trading in 


the mercantile exchange costs $43,000. 
Monetary market memberships cost 
$57,000. 


"I still owed money on my student 


loans," Sandner said. "I had no mon- 
ey ... I went home and thought about 
it, though. I've always been a gam- 
bler, so I said I'll buy a member- 
ship."

Armed with phone book, prayers, faith, 


woman reaches oiit to Chinese Christians

Prayers and a telephone directory werp the only tools'Carmen 


Lin had began her task six months ago.

But in Rolling Meadows, Sunday, Mrs. Lin will see her mission 


accomplished when she attends the first meeting of a church 
group for the area's Chinese Christians. 


"I know from an earthly point of view it is jio great achieve- 


ment," s,aid the native of Taiwan in^ flawless English. "But in 
terms of doing God's work, I'm really excited." 


MRS. 
LIN and her husband Yishan, are members of the Chinese 


for Christ Chicago Fellowship, an interdenominational group of 
fundamentalist Christians. After consulting a survey done by Trin- 
ity College in Deerfield and checking the phone books, Mrs. Lin 
found more than 300 Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs. 
She decided they ought to know Christ in their native tongue. 


She sent out 200 letters to Chinese families inviting them to the 


meetings at the Meadows Baptist Church, 2401 Kirchoff Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows, and prayed. She feels her prayers have been an- 
swered. 


"I asked several families to attend and they weren't interested," 


she said, "Later, after I prayed, some of them came back and 
said they wanted to come," she said. 


Mrs. Lm was reared as a Buddhist in Taiwan, but converted to 


the Baptist faith before she came to the 'United States 11 years 
ago. She attended Baptist churches in South Dakota and Carbon- 
dale, 111. But it wasn't until August 1974 that she felt she really 
reached a turning point in her religion and that she "knew I had to 
bring more souls to Christ." 


Mrs. Lin had what she described as a "very personal, super-' 


natural experience." She said that one night, after suffering from 
a toothache for several days, she began praying. After several 
long prayers, she said, she felt hands on her shoulders and a voice 
saying in Chinese, "I will heal you." 


"The pain stopped right away," she said. 


THE SAME NIGHT, Mrs. Lin said, a voice told her to compose

The first meeting of the Chinese Christians is at 2-30 p.m. Sun-

woman reaches out to Chinese Christians 


CARMEN LIN of Schaumburg speaks flawless English, but she prefers to 
pray in her native tongue, Mandarin Chinese. Mrs. Lin, with her daugh- 
ters, Angela, 10, left, and Leslie, 8, spoke of iier mission of bringing 
together Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs to worship.

Prayers and a telephone directory were the only tools Carmen 


Lin had began her task six months ago. 


But in Rolling Meadows, Sunday, Mrs. Lin will see her mission 


accomplished when she attends the first meeting of a church 
(roup for the area's Chinese Christians. 


"I know from an earthly point of view it is no great achieve- 


ment," said the native of Taiwan in flawless English. "'But in 
terms of doing God's work, I'm really excited." 


MRS. LIN and her husband Yishan, are members of the1 Chinese 


for Christ Chicago Fellowship, an interdenominational group of 
fundamentalist Christians. After consulting a survey done by Trin- 


, ity College in Deerfield and checking the phone books, Mrs. Lin 


found more than 300 Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs. 
She decided they ought to know Christ in their .native tongue. 


She sent out 200 letters to Chinese families inviting them to the 


meetings at the Meadows Baptist Church, 2401 Kirchoff Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows* and prayed. She feels her prayers have been an- 
swered, 


"I asked several families to attend and they weren't interested," 


she said, "Later, after I prayed, some of them came back and 
said they wanted to come," she said. 


Mrs. Lin was reared as a Buddhist in Taiwan, but converted to 


the Baptist faith before she came to the United States 11 years 
ago. She attended Baptist churches in South Dakota and Carbon- 
datef 111. But it wasn't until August 1974 that she felt she really 
reached a turning point in her religion and that she "knew I had to 
bring more souls to Christ." 


Mrs. Lin had what she described as a "very personal, super- 


natural experience " She said that one night, after suffering from 
a toothache for several days, she began praying. After several 
long prayers, she said, she felt hands on her shoulders and a voice 
saying in Chinese, "I will heal you." 


"The pain stopped right away," she said. 


THE SAME NIGHT, Mrs. Lin said, a voice told her to compose 


music. 


"I knew I had to follow His command, but I wasn't a music 


major and I prayed that I would be given the ability," she said. 


"I prayed every day, and two weeks later the first music came 


into my mind." 


Mrs. Lin has composed about 20 religious songs, most of them in 


Chinese, and may be singing some of them at future meetings in , 
Rolling Meadows. 


THE SERVICES will be conducted in Mandarin Chinese, though 


a translator will be present for those who speak Cantonese or who 
speak only English. Mrs. Lin says she usually prays in Chinese 
and reads a Chinese Bible. "It's easier for my husband in Chi- 
nese," Mrs. Lin laughed. "Even though he has a Ph.D." 


The first meeting of the Chinese Christians is at 2:30 p m. Sun- 


day. The Rev. Michael Green will be on hand to greet the worshi- 
pers and help serve refreshments. 


The meeting is open to persons of all nationalities, though Mrs. 


Lin stressed she is primarily interested in reselling the area's 
Chinese. 


"In my prayers, I pray for American churches and even for the 


President," she said. "But I feel I have a limit and it's easier for 
me to reach the Chinese. Of course everyone is welcome."

Dislricl-run buses report 'filed' 


A plan for district-operated bus service that could save the dis- 


trict $300,000 annually has been "filed for future reference" by the 
board. 


The board heard a report from Dennis Watts, business and ad- 


ministration committee chairman, who said the cost for the ser- 
vice would be $2.8 million the first year for purchasing buses. 


Operations and maintenance each year would be about $600,000, 


he said, which Is about $300,000 less than the district now budgets 
for transportation. 


The district presently leases bus service from the Schaumburg 


Transportation Co. 


Watts asked the board to approve hiring a consultant to do a 


more in-depth analysis, but the board refused. 


"We owe some answers to the community, but I'm reluctant to 


go ahead beyond the study we've made," board member Margaret 
Pagelcr said. "I don't think the transition to owning our own buses 
is an area we want administrators to put a lot of energy into, and 
I don't Ihlnk we want to go to the voters with a bond referendum 
to finance the buses. We're likely to need an increase (or our 
education fund, and that's got to be our top priority." 


The board would have to seek voter approval by referendum to 


sell bonds to finance the bus purchase, but the district could bor- 
row money to buy them without getting voter approval If the loan 
was paid buck within three years, Watts said.

Petitions to circulate for support 
Anti-obscenity statute sought 


Tomorrow is anti-pornography Sun- 


day in Rolling Meadows, and the Rev. 
Carl Thrun of the Trinity Lutheran 
Church is devoting his sermon entitled 
"Skins for the Naked," to condemning 
the exploitation of sex. 


During the service, Rev. Thrun, 


along with the city's other four 
clergymen, will urge their congrega- 
tions, to circulate and sign petitions 
asking the city council to pass an anti- 
obscenity ordinance. 


Rev. Thrun, however, is the only 


one to devote an entire service to the 
subject. 


REV. MICHAEL GREEN, of the 


Meadows Baptist Church, does not 
feel a sermon is necessary. 


"We have a whole lifestyle and il 


does not include that (pornography). 
The people know that and we don't 
need to take a whole service to sermo- 
nize on it," he says. 


Rev. 
Green says he will encourage 


those attending services to circulate 
petitions. 


Rev. Thomas Fielding, of the St. Co- 


lette Catholic Church, also is not 
preaching on pornography, but he is 
pushing strongly for an anti-obscenity 
ordinance. 


Rev. Fielding says it doesn't matter 


that the courts have consistently ruled 
against such an ordinance. 


"I STILL FEEL the local govern- 


ment has to take the initiative, we 
should go ahead and pass an ordi- 
nance and let them take it through the 
courts," he says. 


Rev. Fielding, who has clashed with 


Aid. Lorraine Godawa, 3rd, organizer 
of the campaign, says the two have 
"ironed everything out," and Godawa 
agrees that the city needs an ordi- 
nance. "She said she's going to pro- 
pose an ordinance,'' Rev. Fielding 
says. 


Godawa could not be reached for 


comment Friday. 


Rev. Fielding was angry with Mrs. 


Godawa because she failed to tell the 
ministers that Rolling Meadows has 
an anti-obscenity ordinance that has 
been ruled invalid. 


Meanwhile, the Meadows Theatre is

he-buys and sells pork bellies (Ba- 
con), hogs, cattle and gold for his 
clients and himself. 


If he is not a millionaire himself 


yet, be will be someday. 


Sandner holds one of only 500 mem-

woman reaches out to Chinese Christians 


CARMEN LIN of Schaumburg speaks flawless English, but she prefers to 
pray in her native tongue, Mandarin Chinese. Mrs. Lin, with he.r daugh- 
ters, Angela, 10, left, and Leslie, 8, spoke of her mission of bringing 
together Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs to worship.

Prayers and a telephone directory were the only tools Carmen 


Lin had began her task six months ago. 


But in Rolling Meadows, Sunday, Mrs. Lin will see her mission 


accomplished when she attends the first meeting of a church 
group for the area's Chinese Christians. 


"I know from an earthly point of view it is no great achieve- 


ment," said the native of Taiwan in flawless English. "But in 
terms of doing God's work, I'm really excited." 


MRS. LIN and her husband Yishan, are members of the Chinese 


for Christ Chicago Fellowship, an interdenominational group of 
fundamentalist Christians. After consulting a survey done by Trin- 
ity College in Deerfield and checking the phone books, Mrs. Lin 
found more than 300 Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs. 
She decided they ought to know Christ in then- native tongue. 


She sent out 200 letters to Chinese 'families Inviting them to the 


meetings at the Meadows Baptist Church, 2401 Kirchoff Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows, and prayed. She feels her prayers have been an- 
swered. 


"I asked several families to attend and they weren't interested," 


she said, "Later, after I prayed, some of them came back and 
said they wanted to come," she said. 


Mrs. Lin was reared as a Buddhist in Taiwan, but converted to 


the Baptist faith before she came to the United States 11 years 
ago. She attended Baptist churches in South Dakota and Carbon- 
dale, HI. But it wasn't until August 1974 that she felt she really, 
reached a turning point in her religion and that she "knew I had to 
bring more souls to Christ."

Mrs. Lin had what she described as a "very personal, super- 


natural experience." She said that one night, after suffering from 
a toothache for several days, she began praying. After several 
long prayers, she said, she felt hands on her shoulders and a voice 
saying in Chinese, "I will heal you." 


"The pain stopped right away," she said. 


THE SAME NIGHT, Mrs. Lin said, a voice told her to compose 


music. 


"I knew I had to follow His command, but I wasn't a music 


major and I prayed that I would be given the ability," she said. 


"I prayed every day, and two weeks later the first' music came 


into my mind." 


Mrs. Lin has composed about 20 religious songs, most of them in 


Chinese, and may be singing some of them at future meetings in 
Rolling Meadows. 


THE SERVICES will be conducted in Mandarin Chinese, though 


a translator will be present for those who speak Cantonese or who 
speak only English. Mrs. Lin says she usually prays in Chinese 
and reads a Chinese Bible. "It's easier for ray husband in Chi- 
nese," Mrs. Lin laughed. "Even though he has a Ph.D." 


The first meeting of the Chinese Christians is at 2:30 p.m. Sun- 


day. The Rev. Michael Green will be on hand to greet the worshi- 
pers and help serve refreshments. 


The meeting is open to persons of all nationalities, though Mrs. 


Lin stressed she is primarily interested in reaching the area's 
Chinese. 


"In my prayers, I pray for American churches and even for the 


President," she said. "But I feel I have a limit and it's easier for 
me to reach the Chinese. Of course everyone is welcome.'.'

U.S.-Cuba 
to trade

The United States and Cuba an- 


nounced Friday their Intention to ex-

Another $87.57 was 
spent to mail out 973 postcard in- 
vitations, he said. 


The guest list was compiled from 


names supplied by members of Citi- 
zens Opposed to the Unit District For- 
mation and staff members at Elk 
Grove and Forest View high schools, 
Warner said. 


Dist. 214 Board Pres. Jack Costeflo 


said the picnic was a "minimal" ges- 


ture to acknowledge the efforts of 
residents who gave their time and 
energy to help the district defeat the 
unit school district referendum.

Life is a fight in commodities pits 


A bell clanged, sounding like one 


which marks the beginning of a box- 
ing round. 


But this marked the beginning of 


bacon trading in the pits of the Chi- 
cago Mercantile Exchange. 


Nestled In a group of 20 or 30 


screaming men was Jack Sandner, 
once a poor, struggling amateur boxer 
on Chicago's South Side. 


SANDNER, 35, a Prospect Heights 


resident, park board commissioner 
and attorney, rubs elbows, daily with 
millionaires on the exchange floor as 
he buys and sells pork bellies (Ba- 
con), hogs, cattle and gold for his 
clients and himself. 


If he is not a millionaire himself 


yet, he will be someday. 


Sandner holds one of only 500 mem- 


berships on the exchange, which is 
the world center for hog and cattle 
selling. 


He trades commodities for clients 


who might ask him to sell 50 carloads 
of hogs or buy one carload of cattle. 


He is vice-president of Rufenacht, 


Bromagen and Hertz, a large ex- 
change clearing-house. He also oper- 
ates his own firm, John F. Sandner 
and Associates. 


Sandner began with only his street 


sense and a sharp mud to guide him. - 
Today he sits on the exchanges's pre- 
tigtous board of governors, guiding 
the multimillion dollar operation. 


In high school on Chicago's South-

east Side, he lost interest in his stud- 
ies and dropped out. He started box- 
ing for the Catholic Youth Organiza- 
tion. 


AT THAT.TIME,^Sandner's life goal 


was to be supervisor of the open 
hearths at Republic Steel — one ol 
those men whose face is red and 
cracked from years in front of the 
raging fires. 
• 


But Tony Zale, world middleweight 


champion in the 1940s and a CYO 
coach, helped raise Sandner's aspira- 
tions. 


"HE TOOK ME under his wing. I 


remember he told my moher,' Mrs. 
Sandner, your son has the makings of 
•a champion,'" 


Through his connection with Zale 


and his boxing ability, college scholar- 
ship offers began pouring in. He en- 
rolled in Central YMCA High School 
and finished as valedictorian of his 
class. 


Then, shortly before he accepted a 


boxing scholarship, the National Col- 
lege Athletic Assn. dropped boning. 


The University of Arizona offered 


him a scholarship, saying the athletic 
department would teach him track. 
Sandner grabbed it. 


FOUR YEARS later, at the urging 


of a professor, Sandner took the law 
aptitude test, scored Well and enrolled 
in Notre Dame's law school. 


He worked his way through school, 


tending bar on Rush Street and when 
he graduated with honors in 1968, he 
returned to Chicago, "where I had a 
ready-made clientele on the southeast 
side," Sandner laughed. 


When not defending his old friends, 


he worked on court cases for various 
law firms in Chicago. He happened to 
provide some legal services for the 
president of the exchange, Everett B. 
Harris. 


He suggested Sandner join the ex- 


change. The memberships were sell- 
ing for $80,000 at that time, including 
membership in the International Mon- 
etary Market. The monetary market 
deals with gold, silver and foreign 
currency. 


TODAY THE privilege of trading in 


the mercantile exchange costs $43,000. 
Monetary market memberships cost 
$57,000. 


"I still owed money on my student 


loans," Sandner said. "I had no mon- 
ey ... I went home and thought about 
it, though. I've always been a gam- 
bler, so I said I'll buy a member- 
ship."

woman reaches out to Chinese Christians 


CARMEN LIN of Schaumburg speaks flawless English, but she prefers to 
pray in her native tongue, Mandarin Chinese. Mrs. Lin, with her daugh- 
ters, Angela, 10, left, and Leslie, 8, spoke of her mission of bringing 
together Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs to worship.

Prayers and a telephone directory were the only tools Carmen 


Lin had began her task six months ago. 


But in Rolling Meadows, Sunday, Mrs. Lin will see her mission 


accomplished when she attends the first meeting of a church 
group for .the area's Chinese Christians. 


"I know from an earthly point of view It is no great achieve- 


ment," said the native of Taiwan in flawless English. "But in 
terms of doing God's work, I'm really excited." 


MRS. LIN and her husband Yishan, are members of the Chinese 


•for Christ Chicago Fellowship, an interdenominational group of 
fundamentalist Christians. After consulting a survey done by Trin- 
ity College in Deerfield and checking the phone books, Mrs. Lin 
found more than 300 Chinese families in the Northwest suburbs. 
She decided they ought to know Christ in their native tongue. 


She sent out 200 letters to Chinese families inviting them to the 


meetings at the Meadows Baptist Church, 2401 Kirchoff Rd., Roll- 
ing Meadows, and prayed. She feels her prayers have been an- 
swered. 


"I asked several families to attend and they weren't interested," 


she said, "Later, after I prayed, Some of them came back and 
said they wanted to come," she said. 


Mrs. Lin was reared as a Buddhist in Taiwan, but converted to 


the Baptist faith-before she came to the United States 11 years 
ago. She attended Baptist churches in South Dakota and Carbon- 
dale, 111. But it wasn't until August 1974 that she felt she really 
reached a turning point in her religion and that she "knew I had to 
bring more souls to Christ." 


Mrs. Lin had what she described as a "very personal, super- 


natural experience." She said that one night, after suffering from 
a toothache for several days, she began praying. After several 
long prayers, she said, she felt hands on her shoulders and a voice 
saying in Chinese, "I will heal you." 


"The pain stopped right away," she said. 


THE SAME NIGHT, Mrs. Lin said, a voice told her to compose 


music. 


"I knew I had to follow His command, but I wasn't a music 


major and I prayed that I would be given the ability," she said. 


"I prayed every day, and two weeks later the first music came 


into my mind." 


Mrs. Lin has composed about 20 religious songs, most of them in 


Chinese, and may be singing some of them at future meetings in 
Rolling Meadows. 


THE SERVICES will be conducted in Mandarin Chinese, though 


a translator will be present for those who speak Cantonese or who 
speak only English. Mrs. Lin says she usually prays in Chinese 
and reads a Chinese Bible. "It's easier for my husband in Chi- 
nese," Mrs. Lin laughed. "Even though he has a Ph.D." 


The first meeting of the Chinese Christians is at 2:30 p.m. Sun- 


day. The Rev. Michael Green will be on hand to greet the worshi- 
pers and help serve refreshments. 


The meeting is open to persons of all nationalities, though Mrs. 


Lin stressed she is primarily interested in reaching the area's 
Chinese.

"In my prayers, I pray for American churches and even for the 


President," she said. "But I feel I have a limit and it's easier for 
me to reach the Chinese. Of course everyone is welcome."

Memphis to testify for the federal 
government in the fraud trial of Carl 
E. Friend, president of the Memphis- 
based Casino Records. 


Friend was indicted in October 1976 


for allegedly defrauding 18 investors 
in a scheme involving a Bicientennial 
record album. 


Friend's stepson, Martin Steven 


House, 27, of Memphis was taken into 
custody by airport security guards as
